COAL-CUTTING MACHINE PATENTS. 


Sim,—It is with reluctance I again ask you for space in your valuable 
Journal, to refute the several misstatements which have appeared lately in 
your paper in reference to coal-cutting machines, but trust, as the sub- 
ject is one of much importance to the mining world, you will oblige me by 
inserting the following in your next Journal. In the first place, as to the 
letter signed “Ii. I’. J.,” in the Journal of July 23, the writer says he 
has carefully read the comments upon the case of Frith v. Ridley; ifso there 
is no need for me to give any opinion on the agreement referred to, and I 
must respectfully decline to do so, as I am sure such a subject would not 
be interesting or useful to the public; and as the other part of the letter is 
merely the private opinion of the writer, I leave it as such, and pass on to 
the letter signed “ Vindex,” in the Journal of July 30. Itis evident from 
this letter that “‘ Vindex” is very anxious to have the opinion of “H.T’. J.” 
fully corroborated, and for this purpose gives a very intricate statement in 
figures, and I have no doubt that when “ H. T. J.” saw those figures he 
was much gratified with the able manner his friend “‘ Vindex ” confirmed 
his Opinion, and this supposition is fully borne out by the able manner 
“II. T. J.” has defended his friend ‘‘ Vindex,” in last week’s Journal; 
but, unfortunately, he has fallen into the same error to that of his friend 
** Vindex,” by not getting the dimensions of the elephant’s trunk, which 
ought to have been 44 inches diameter, instead of 5 inches, as stated in 
his letter; this slight alteration will naturally reduce the rubbing surface 
of the trunk from that stated by “H. T. J.” But this is not the only error 
made by him in his friction question; he has omitted altogether to take 
into account the rubbing surface of the guide-bar of the original, or 
Hetton machine. 

But this I will explain by-and-bye. I must now return to “ H. T.J.’s” 
friend, ‘‘ Vindex,” and point out a few of the blanders and misstatements 
made by him, Inthe first place, I must inform ‘‘ Vindex ” that the trunk 
coal-cutter at Broomhill Colliery has a 7-inch diameter cylinder, instead of 
an 8-inch, as stated in his letter, and on which he has based his calcula- 
tions for comparison of the two machines—the Broomhill machine and the 
Hetton machine; and another very serious blunder is made by ‘* Vindex ” 
in reference to the pressure used to drive the trunk machine. Instead of 
40 lbs. per square inch, 25 Ibs, ought to have been stated as the pressure 
at Broomhill; and, even at this low pressure, it will be shown that the 
Broomhill machine will be quite equal in power to that of the Hetton ma- 
chine at 40 lbs. to the inch pressure, besides other advantages which I shall 
endeavour to point out; but, before doing so, I beg to remind your readers 
of the fact that I am equally as much interested in the Hetton machine as 
the Broomhill machine; and, as both machines were made under my ab- 
solute instructions, I trust this will be a sufficient guarantee for the correct- 
ness of my statements on this important subject. 

Descrirtion Or Macuines,—The Broomhill machine has a cylinder 
of 7 inches diameter and 12 inches stroke, and works at a pressure of 251bs. 
to the inch; diameter of trunk, 44 inches, This machine is 3 feet 4 inches 
Jong, and in all other respects made to suit the seam of coal it works, and 
weighs about 4 ton. The Hetton machine has a cylinder ot 5 inches dia- 
meter and 12 inches stroke, and works at a pressure of about 40 Ibs. to the 
inch. The length of this machine is about 5 feet 3 or 4 inches; weight 
when first put to work, 13 cwts. I will now proceed to give a relative 
comparison of the two machines, and as to the consumption of power and 
the actual horse-power of each machine, in accordance with descriptions 
given above, and each machine making 90 double strokes per minute. 

Broommitt, Macuine.—Diameter of cylinder, 7 in.; then, 38°48 in, 
being the area of back end of cylinder, and 24°35 in. area of trunk end of ditto, we have 
38°48 + 24°35 = 62°83 —-2 = 31°4, the true area acted upon by the power. By this we 


have 31°4 the area x 25 the pressure x 180 the rate per minute in feet — 141300°0 — 
33000 «= 4°27 horse-power, 


Herron Macuine.—Diameter of cylinder, 5 in.; and, by the same rule, 


we have 19°62 in. area of the back end of cylinder, and 17°86 in. areaof front end. Then, 
19°62 + 17°86 — 37°46 —2 — 18°74, tho true area acted upon by the power. Whence we 
have 18°74 area x 40 the pressure + 110 the rate per minute in feet — 134928°0 —- 33000 
4°08 horse-power. 
Now, it will be seen from the above that the two machines are nearly 


of the same power, in accordance with the difference of the respective 
pressures applied. We will now see what difference there is in the con- 
sumption of power by each machine. ‘The capacity of the trunk engine 
cylinder, after deducting the trunk, is 754 cubic inches for each double 
stroke, Hence 754 * 90 = 67260 cubic inches per minute, at the pressure 
of 25 Ibs, to the inch, or 1°66 atmospheres; we have thus 67860 x 1:66 = 
11264760 = 1728 = 65'2 cubic feet of air per minute, at the common pres- 
sure of the atmosphere consumed. In the Hetton machine, by the same 
rule as above, the capacity of the cylinder of this machine is 450 cubic 
inches for each double stroke. Ilence 450 x 90 = 40500 per minute, at 
the pressure of 40 lbs, to the inch, or 2°66 atmospheres; then we have 
thus 40500 * 2°66 = 107730:00 = 1728 = 62°3 eubic feet per minute, con- 
sumed at the common pressure of the atmosphere. 

This shows a difference of 2°9 feet in the consumption of air in favour 
of the Ifetton machine; but this is quiteequalled by the extra power given 
by the Broomhill machine—that is, *25-horse power more; consequently, so 
far the two machines are pretty near equal. So far as regards the power 
consumed, I will now proceed and correct the misstatement made by your 
correspondent “ UH. T. J.,” in last week’s Journal, in reference to rubbing 
the surface of each machine; but beg to remark here that this question is 
of very little importance to either of the machines, and will in nowise affect 
the general working of them than any other ordinary engine similarly 
constructed; but as the question has been brought forward I will give its 
true answer in detail. 

Frrst, tae Trunk Macuine.—Diameter of trunk, 4°25 in.; so 4:25 
x B°1416 = 13°35 x 12 = 160°20 in, rabbing surface. 

Srconp, tHe Herron Maciuine.—Diameter of piston-rod, 1°5in.; so 


15 x 31416 = 4°71 x 12 = 56°54in, The guide-bar is 2in. square 12 in. long = 96 in., 
making together 152°54 in, as rubbing surface. 


It will be seen from the above that in this, as well as in the consump- 
tion of power, the machines are nearly equal; but, in point of fact, the 
trunk machine has many advantages over that of the Hetton machine. 
First, the trank machine is 2 ft. shorter than the Hetton machine. This 
is a very important advantage, as it enables the machine to be more easily 
taken round the sharp bends and turnings necessary inacolliery. Another 
advantage is that it is 2 or 3 ewts. lighter, consequently more easily taken 
from one part of the workings to the other. Another most important ad- 
vantage in the trunk machine is the utilising of the power in bringing the 
pick back to make another blow; the power consumed to bring the pick 
back in the trunk machine for each blow is 435°05 cubic inches at the com- 
mon pressure of the atmosphere; as thus 292°2 in.=the capacity of the 
eylinder at trapk end, then 292'2* 1°66 power=485°05, as above. Butin 
the Hetton machine considerable more power is wasted in bringing the 
pick back, as for each blow there is consumed 626°69 cubic inches of air 
at the common pressure of the atmosphere; as thus 235°6 in. equal the 
capacity of the cylinder, then 235°6 x 2°66=626°69 cubic inches at the com- 
mon pressure of the atmosphere. This shows a saving of 141°64 cubic 
inches of air each stroke in the use of the trunk arrangement; and, again, 
the power applied to give the blow by the trunk machine is much greater 
than that of the Hotton machine, as showing thus—area of trunk cylinder 
38'4=38'4 25 power=960°0; here the trunk piston is actuated by a force 
equal to 960°0 lbs.; and the Hetton machine 19°6=area of cylinder then 
19°6 40 power=784:0 Ibs.; consequently, the trunk machine blow is ac- 
tuated with a force equal to 176-0 lbs. more than that of the Hetton ma- 
chine, and by this it is proved that the trank machine arrangement has 
decided advantages over that of the ordinary cylinder arrangement. I 
trust the above facts will be useful to the numerous readers of your Jour- 
nal. I should have had much pleasure in making a few remarks on the 
letter signed the ‘‘ West Ardsley Company,” in the Journal of last week, 
but fear I have already encroached on your valuable space.

COAL-CUTTING MACHINERY. 


Srr,—Your correspondents, “ H. T. J.” and “ Vindex,” have shown con- 
clusively that the “trunk engine” cannot be advantageously applied to 
coal-cutting machinery—that it is inferior to the original engine in every 
property material to the result, and, therefore, that its application to the 
purpose named mas not a proper subject for a patent. The granting of 
this patent could only occur under allegations which would mislead and 
deceive the \ ger of the Crown, and, as is well known, a patent so ob- 
tained is void, and ef no value to those who have acquired it. 

The two points stated in the petition of Jones and Ridley, and upon 
which their claim for a patent entirely rests, and to which they are abso- 
lately limited and bound, are— 

1. The economy of air; and—2, The shortening of the machine,

Now, as to the second claim, it is obvious that it is not subject matter 
for a patent: there is no scale attached to the original patent, and any tyro 
in mechanics must see how numerous are the means of reducing the length 
of the machine, without affecting the principle, or interfering with its work- 
ing qualities. This of the patent would, therefore, have to be dis- 
claimed by Messrs. Jones and Ridley before they could take proceedings 
for infringement, and their sole case would, therefore, depend upon claim 
No. 1—that is, “economy of air.” I take “ H. T, J.’s” measurements 
of the rubbing surface as being correct:—

This increased friction surface must be constantly and well greased. 
The work is done in an atmosphere highly charged with floating particles 
of coal dust, producing even in the smallest piston-rod engines a tendency 
to clog. The increase of surface at these parts is a positive deterioration 
of the machine; the clogging resistance on the gland augmenting in a 
greater ratio than the increase of surface, but the following figures may 
elucidate the results: — Double

Which is exactly 34% to 1, or in other words an increase of 23314 per cent. 

In dealing with compressed air as a motive-power, its costs may be taken 
as twice that of steam. The West Ardsley machine cannot be supplied 
with air sufficient to work it with less steam-power than five horses, at a 
cost of 14d. for every ton of coal which it is capable of cutting. I, there- 
fore, estimate the power consumed by the trunk engine equivalent to the 
whole power of a fifteen-horse steam-engine, at a cost of 3d. or 34d. per 
ton upon the maximum quantity of coal to be cut, so that the relative cost 
stands thus—

MINING IN PEMBROKESHIRE. 
Sm,—* Can I pride myself,” asks Mr. Parkinson, “on being the first 
to name to you the probable successful mining in Pembrokeshire for me- 
tallic ore?” In reply, will you permit me to state that the Llanfernach 


Mines, which are in Pembrokeshire, about midway between Cardigan and 
the Narberth-road Station, on the South Wales Railway, was for many 
years quoted in your columns, and is now successfully worked? In the 
neighbourhood of Newport, too, and other parts of the county, trials have 
been made for lead and copper with varying success; and at St. David’s 
we have it on tradition that gold was found in large quantities, but under 
some restrictions enforced by the State, the owners of property were not 
permitted to work it. We are also assured that the Precelly range of 
mountains are auriferous, and would produce gold in larger quantities than 
Dolgelly. Some years ago I referred to these facts in your columns. 

think I have said enough to show Mr. Parkinson that he was not the first 
to call attention to metallic mining in Pembrokeshire. Still, that county 
is comparatively unknown, and would repay a very close inspection. There 
are few places where a mining tourist, fully up to his work, could more 
profitably spend three or four weeks in the search for minerals. He must, 
however, take pains thoroughly to understand the rocks—geologically and 
mineralogically,—and with the coloured maps of the Geological Survey, 
and De la Beche’s excellent and trustworthy memoir in his hands, he 
would avoid mistakes which under other circumstances are unavoidable. 
He would certainly be preserved from such errors as Mr. Parkinson makes 
when he says that the “extension railway bill obtained to meet (!) at 
Whitland Station ” will prove highly beneficial to the Fronlwyd mines 
for the transit of ore to the market. Now, Fronlwyd is about midway 
between Cardigan and Whitland, according to Mr. Parkinson, and at this 
moment there is no railway in contemplation through that district. A 
railway from Newcastle-Emlyn to Narberth was contemplated last year by 
@ company on the verge of bankruptcy, having spent half-a-million in 
making nineteen miles of railway. ‘That scheme fell to the ground, never, 
in all probability, to be resuscitated, as the country itself is impracticable, 
and without eufficient population to pay a dividend on a tenth of the capital 
required to make the line. Mr. Parkinson evidently refers to an extension 
of the Pembroke and Tenby line, from Tenby to Whitland, for which an 
Act has just been obtained, but that wiil be of no earthly use to the 
Fronlwyd mines, because Fronlwyd is ten miles north of Whitland, the 
terminus of the Whitland and Tenby line, which runs to the south-west, 
through Narberth to Tenby. In fact, its nearest approach to the Fron- 
lwyd mines is its terminus at Whitland, ten miles from the mines, accord- 
ing to Mr, Parkinson’s own showing. H. D

WINDING-UP MINES. 
Sir,—That acompulsory winding-up of a mining company will neces- 
sarily give dissatisfaction to the defaulting contributories is to be expected, 
but this class of persons will do well to remember that the Legislature looks 


to the interests of mining creditors rather than of defaulting shareholders, 
for reasons satisfactory to all but shareholders. Persons who engage in 
mining speculations with a view to the market instead of legitimate mining, 
of course are very ready to cry out when the bubble bursts and payment of 
their calls is enforced, and hence your correspondents’ complaints about 
Wheal Neptune, in which the sole question was whether a nominee of the 
shareholders, or a nominee of the creditors, should be the liquidator of the 
company; in other words, whether the winding-up should be voluntary or 
under the supervision of the Court; and the Vice-Warden decided, for the 
sake of unpaid creditors, that the latter course should be adopted, and his 
decision had the entire approval of the Lords Justices on the ill-advised 
appeal made to them by the proposed voluntary liquidator, who was pro- 
moter, solicitor, petitioner, voluntary liquidator, and appellant. The fact, 
if trae, that he undertook the duty of voluntary liquidator gratuitously is 
sufficiently intelligible to men of business. Without farther reference to this 
case, it is very evident that if an insolvent company may appoint their own 
nominee as liquidator, and so exclude the interference of a court of jus- 
tice, they hold their cards in their own hands, and may pay the creditors 
or not at their own convenience. The allegation that the expenses of a 
voluntary liquidation are less than those of the Court may or may not be 
true as applied to the Court of Chancery; but, if the winding-up is in- 
tended to be honestly carried out, it is evidently untrue as appllied to the 
Vice-Warden’s Court. It must be remembered that a voluntary liquida- 
tor cannot compel payment of any call he may make, except by making 
special applications to the Court whenever its aid is required, re-opening all 
uestions on every application, whereas one simple order of the Court un- 
) on a compulsory winding-up may be immediately and inexpensively en- 
forced against all defaulters in arrear; in truth, a voluntary liquidator has 
no effectual machinery to compel payment of calls from debtors. 
Companies who are subjected to the process of winding-up are usually 
composed of a large number of shareholders, some solvent, some insolvent; 
others dead and represented by executors, and in many instances not re- 
presented at all; and, perhaps, a majority of the contributories are pos- 
sessed only of doubtful assets; and if it is supposed that a partnership of 
this kind can scrutinise their liabilities, enforce payment of arrears from 
defaulters subject to their appeals to the Lords Justices, pay their creditors, 
and, finally, adjust the partnership accounts between the members of the 
company, so that all who have overpaid shall be reimbursed—in short, 
that a company can be *‘ wound-up ” in a very short period, the explana- 
tion betrays entire ignorance of such matters. 
It must be remembered that companies composed principally of solvent 
partners are not in question. Tey meet and pay their debts, and require 
no winding-up apparatus; but it is the unsuccessful mine which comes un- 
der the rod of a compulsory winding-up; and when, as it frequently occurs, 
half the contributories are men of narrow means, and, having to pay for 
others who have become bankrupt and insolvent, can only pay by instal- 
ments, men of business and sense will understand how delays must neces- 
sarily occur in a winding-up of any kind; but the same causes of delay 
which affect a compulsory winding-up would doubly exist to retard the 
course of a voluntary winding-up. 
I may add, from personal experience, that the duties of the Vice-War- 
den’s Court in dealing with some 45 winding-up cases under the Compa- 
nies Act, 1862, now in different stages before the Court, are most laborious; 
the most intricate and difficult questions of law continually arise, and the 
manner in which they have been disposed of is evidenced by the fact that

as possible. In September of last year Mr. Pulbrook served the 

notice on the company to pay his debt, or be wound-up; at that times 
considerable amount of capital was expected to be thrown into the concern—]I presume 
representations to that effect were made to him, and he did not press his claim, Unfor. 
tunately, the negociations fell through, and a meeting was called in the middle ¢ 
February to wind-up the company. At this meeting shareholders attended Tepresent. 
ing upwards of 3500 shares, or one-half of the company (not 200, as stated in your y. 
ticle); but there not being a sufficient number of shareholders present to form a q 
nothing could be done. It appeared that at this time two executions were hoarly 
expected to be put in on the company’s property, and Mr. Pulbrook stated that 
the only person who could wind-up the company, he should present a petition for tha, 
purpose, that all the creditors might fare alike. At that meeting a letter was read from 
Messrs, Harvey and Co., that they must be paid or they would wind-up the company ; 
and they further arrogantly stated they would not agree to any voluntary winding-op, 

Mr. Pulbrook presented his petition on Feb. 19, and a day or two afterwards 
injunctions restraining the executions from being put in on the company’s property, 
The petition was heard on March 1, at Exeter, and from the report which appears in 
the: Journal it seems Mr. Pulbrook appeared in person, Mr. Tindell for the company, 
Mr. Marrack for Messrs. Harvey, and Mr. Harris, a director, in person. On the repre. 
sentation of Mr. Harris, that the before-named meeting was not attended by a sufficient 
number of shareholders, and that he would call another meeting, when he thought the 
shareholders would raise sufficient money to pay the debts without incurring the ex. 
pense of winding-up, the Vice-Warden adjourned Mr. Pulbrook’s petition till May 1, 
Immediately this was done, I believe, Messrs. Benham and Tindell applied to the variou 
parties for their consent to borrow a sum of 2007. to pay the poor men at the mine, who 
the captain reported were in a starving condition. Everyone consented to this except 
Messrs. Hodge, Hockin, and Marrack, on the part of Messrs. Harvey and Co. Consequently 
it could not be carried out. Negociations were then entered into with Mr. White, who 
agreed to advance 10007, to pay the company’s debts; these amounted to 1150i,, the 
creditors representing the excess being willing to wait until the estate would be realised, 
A meeting was then called by the directors, to pass resolutions to wind-up voluntarily, 
and I am informed that these resolutions were framed for the purpose of satisfying the 
creditors that the money proposed to be borrowed was only to be applied in liquidation 
of the debts, as after a winding-up no further liabilities could be incurred, In the 
of this, and without making enquiry of anyone, Messrs. Hodge, Hockin, and Marrack, 
the day before the meeting, put a petition on the file to wind-up the company. At the 
meeting it was stated that nothing could be done in pursuance of the resolutions until 
they were sanctioned by the Vice-Warden, and Mr. Pulbrook said he would ask that 
the winding-up should take place under the supervision of the Court. 

The Chairman (Mr. Harris) stated the money was only borrowed for the purpose of 
paying Messrs. Michell, Harvey, and other Cornish creditors, and Mr. White was asked 
to send them a cheque on the following day for the amount of their respective claims, 
but having then received notice of the filing of Messrs. Harvey’s petition, he could not 
do so, his solicitor having advised him that he would not have the proper security for 
his money that he should have. A shareholder at that meeting enquired the necessity 
of two liquidators, when Mr. Pulbrook stated that he did not desire to become a liqai- 
dator, but the company had pressed the office on him, as he was acquainted with the 
affairs of the company; moreover, he agreed at the meeting to act gratuitously. Mr. 
White, the other liquidator, was, I believe, quite independent of and unknown to every 
shareholder in the company. The hearing of Mr. Pulbrook’s petition and that of 
Messrs. Harvey came on together, and a report appeared in the Journal. By that tt 
appeared that Mr. Pulbrook asked very urgently for an order to wind-up under super- 
vision, which Messrs. Harvey strongly opposed, and asked for a compulsory one. The 
Vice- Warden reserved his judgment, and afterwards makes an order as Mr. Pulbrook 
asked for—to wind-up under supervision, but makes it in Messrs. Harvey's petition, 
who did not want it. and dismisses Mr. Pulbrook’s without costs. At the same time 
he dismisses Mr. Pulbrook from the position of joint liquidator and appoints Mr. Polk- 
inghorne. Of this Mr. Polkinghorne nobody connected with the company appears to 
know anything about, except that both he and his solicitors, Messrs. Hodge, Hockia, 
and Marrack, appear to treat Mr, White as nobody. The largest creditor has been writ- 
ten to that Mr. Polkinghorne is appointed liquidator. 

I shall not make any comments on the proceedings, but simply record them, leaving 
your readers to draw their own conclusions on the matter.

—Having closed my last with a few remarks on granite, I leave it 
awhile; the subject is not yet ripe. I turn to animated matters, first 
v ieing that it is of MO Consequence to man as to what was the globe's 
‘vin or where it came from; suffice it for man to know that we are on 
eA that we can neither cause to rotate or can explore to a sufficient 
ith to know its central point and contents. We may draw conclusions | 
from what we see to the depth we penetrate, guided to some extent by the 
few laws known to man, and what he sees daily occurring; from this 
ooe may innocently, and not be called assuming, venture to give an opi- 
sion, if grounded on reasonable bases—we might even venture to assume 
alittle when we look at the three gases, if we include carbon. I will not 
dispute the point as to there being four, or even five or six, if we suppose 
electricity and magnetism to be two distinct bodies. We see the effect of 
these things on light and colours, We, by analysing, find there are but 
few rocks containing more than four or five substances; it is only from their 
being amalgamated in different proportions that causes man to infer them 
to be different substances. I venture to give it as my opinion that all rocks, 
god all substances were, are, and ever will be formed from the gases, and 
that is the life of all creation; and that everything grows to its | 


electricity is 
, and then dies, or dissolves, and moves off to again re-form, and does re-form. 
Then the query arises as to how they get a moving power? Everything appears to have | 
a will of its own, and worked by its own elementary law ; then how does it get that will | 
or life to set It in motion? If electricity is life, and it enters into all things, life has a 
will and power of motion, as we see everything that creepeth upon the earth. Surely 
J, Jones will not start up and argue that every creeping thing on earth that has life has 
soul, and ought to worship St. David. I next come to trees, and all vegetation in ge- 
pera. Everyone knows that these have life, and it is in the power of man to take that 
life from either as easy as from the worm that creepeth on the earth’s surface. Then 
comes the rock in the earth, where I am certain the same law exists. Leta valuable 
aren of copper or lead ore be left in a lode, and the water cut off, keen Practicals discover 
it will bleed to death. Some good backs of copper will bleed at the rate of 1 per cent, of 
copper in a year. These things may not be so quick to die as insects or vegetation. 
Woy? Because the latter have the advantage of oxygen and the sun’s rays to aid them 
to grow; they are also quicker to die. Rock is slow to grow, and takes a long time to 
die, bat I doubt mach whether it is so long as one generally imagines, if what the Pen- 
mace Geological Society says, as to crystals of tin growing on old shoes; and, as Mr. 
Came says, they had grown in an old mine, worked by his father; and I have myself 
geen fair specimens of quartz and carbonates of lead grow ina short space of time. These 
are things that practical men should watch and record, if they wish to keep their own 
of life and standing. 

Ifit beadmitted that all things grow and have life, we are bound toa certain extent to 
discover how they grow, and by what means they move from one locality toanother. I 
venture to affirm that they not only move, but that they are great travellers, and I believe 
them to be fast movers; to me there cannot be but two reasons assigned as to why they 
move. I have before stated that I believe electricity is life, and life has the will to 
move,and it does move. The second is the earth’s velocity, which must toa certain extent 
cause everything to move; but then, everything on the earth only moves by self-will— 
in fact, that is the prevalling law on the earth, and I see no reason why the same law 
should not prevail within. Ido not contend that the rotation of the earth has not its 
due influence to cause what some may call inert matter to move by rotation. I have 
no doubt as to its being the spur-wheelin Nature. Then I come toa very complex ques- 
tion, as to what state matter isin when it doesmove? Isitin atoms? Then, whatare 
stoms? Having got so far I cannot retract—I am bound togivean opinion. Men differ 
agreatdeal on this subject. It is a fair question for well educated theoretical men to take 
up, Indmit that itis within their limits, and should like to have a sound opinion from 
them. I will open up the way for them to come out, Having asked what atoms are, 
whether they are “ infinitums,” or are they reduced to nothings? If the latter, I really 
cannot see how nothings can form a something ; there must be an existence in each part, 
beas minute as they may, and they have a will; they pass through the earth ; it mat- 
ters not whether they are under water or above, nothing can alter them; they pass on 
under their own laws. I believe the cross-lodes to be metallic substances, public high- 
ways through the earth, and their settling, and most attractive points, to be the lodes 
verging south of east. 

I say how minute are the parts. I ask, who has the eye, or where is the microscope 
that can magnify them so for man’s detection? I am not aware that man has yet found 
means to detect these parts, but he is convinced of his being surrounded by them, for he 
walks in the midst of solid atoms of gold, silver, copper, lead, and, in fact, every sub- 
stance. Then has he found the means to collect or detect them? Ithink not. Next, 
let us look at substances in solution. Let us take thesilicatious sand containing copper, 
nd mix it with an acid and water for a few hours, then take a bright bunch of keys, 
place them in it for two seconds only, and they come out to all appearances solid copper. 
Then I consider the question solved. The copper, though the “ infinitums” were still 
wilds, or it would never have gone through achemical action to bring it into fine copper in 
that space of time; to my mind, this copper was held in the liquid as solid atoms, but 
{n such minute parts that bas hitherto proved beyond the power of man to detect them. 
It appears as though the copper and keys had a will, and a great affinity or attraction to 
tach other; when the solid atoms of copper seized hold of the keys instantaneously, it 
{s clear the copper in the solution came to the iron, as the longer you let the keys re- 
malt in, the thicker the coating of copper will become. How minute are the atoms that 
appear to have life and a will to regain its native element; then I have reasonable 

to ask how it moves if it has not a life and a will—what causes it to move? 
The earth's centrifugal force cannot be said to have caused its motion ; it moves as every 
creping thing on the earth does, by a will and self-action; it matters not as to the 
point the keys are put , the copper will pass to them in any direction. I believe it to 
betruly said that electric fluid fills the world, and is the life of all things, If we take

THE MINERAL WEALTH OF CARMARTHENSHIRE,

Meetings of Mining Companies,

DUN MOUNTAIN COPPER MINING COMPANY. 


An ordinary general meeting of proprietors was held at the London 
Tavern, on August 5,—Mr. Arnotp Rocers in the chair. 

The Secretary having read the notice convening the meeting, the 
report of the directors (reference to which has already been made) was 
taken as read. 


The Cuarrman said he wished to make a few remarks upon the diffe- 
rent points adverted to in the report, which it had been decided should be taken as read. 
The first four paragraphs in the report informed the shareholders that the arrangements 
alluded to at the last half-yearly meeting, with refi to the dispatch to Nelson of a 
mining captain and staff, in order to ascertain the true value and extent of the mineral 
resources of the property, had been completed, and that Capt. Joseph Cock, accompanied 
by his son and two assistants, sailed from Gravesend, on March 12, direct for Nelson. 
The directors ed this step 'y for several important reasons. In the first 
place, it was essential that all connected with the company should know not only what 
were the actual resources of the property, but also as to the quantity of chrome ore that 
could with certainty be returned from year to year. Reports had reached the directors 
that the mountain contained copper—pure metallic copper; but there still seemed to be 
some withholding of information. He had been privately informed as to the direction 
in which gold also should be sought for, which information had been communicated to 
Capt. Cock. He (the Chairman) had himself extracted from ore taken from the com- 
pany’s property both gold and siiver, and, he should say, in sufficient quantity to pay 
for working, if they only knew the particular way in which it ought to be worked, and 
his informant told him he had washed some of the sand in a small panniken, and even 
in that rude way had obtained gold. The fact was no one knew at present what mine- 
ral there really was in the mountain, aud hence the necessity of sending out scientific 
miners to prospect and ine it. It was true it had been hinted that the company 
ought to be wound-up; but the parties who hinted it were connected with those who 
had incurred the expense of sending out persons from this country to survey the com- 
pany’s property, and who had, perhaps, an interest in advocating the dissolution of the 
present undertaking; but, so far as he (the Chairman) was concerned, and he spoke as 
one of the largest shareholders, he emphatically believed the undertaking was now, so 
to speak, in a state of cocoon, which must produce considerable results. He wished 
to call particular attention to the paragraph in the report whfch stated that—“ the time 
and attention of the directors, during the last six months, have been energetically em- 
ployed in aiding the formation of a new company, for increasing the consumption of 
chrome ore, and they have the pleasure to notify that such company had already been 
established, and that it was in full operation—it is known as * The Connah’s Quay Che- 
mical Company (Limited).’ The works are situated in Flintshire—they are very ex- 
tensive, and admirably constracted for carrying on a very large and lucrative trade.” It 
had been one of the principal features with the Dun Mountain Company that, although 
they had plenty of ore, hitherto they had been unable to find a market for it; but, most 
fortunately, one of the largest manufactoriesin Flintshire happened to be in the market, 
and, through the agency of Mr. Thornthwaite, who had brought his chemical know- 
ledge to bear, an independent company had been formed, which had succeeded in pur- 
chasing those works upon most advantageous terms. This Connah’s Quay Company, 
he need hardly say, was an important adjunct to the Dun Mountain, and, therefore, he 
might be allowed to mention that the Connah’s Quay Company would take the ore at 
its actual value, which would be determined by Mr. Thornthwaite, who was eminent 
as achemical analyst, and whose analyses would be checked by another independent 
analyst.

P Already they had sold some quantities, and they were in negociation for the 
disposal of 500 tons more. As regards the competition which had so adversely operated 
against them, he thought the least at present said about it the better; but, at the same 
time, he might mention that, as amalgamations were now fashionable, it was not impro- 
bable they would amalgamate with other manufacturers. Having relations among the 
consumers of this product, he knew it to be a fact that the supply was totally inadequate 
to the d d; and, therefore, as the board knew that the quality of the article they 
would manufacture would be such as to recommend it, they might reasonably hope to dis- 
pose of 2000 tons a-year, whieh would leave a profit sufficient to meet the debenture 
bonds, and to pay the other interest.

The paragraph which referred to this point ranas fol- 
lows :—* By the last advices, it has been announced to your direetors that gold in con- 
siderable quantity has been found to exist, comparatively speaking, at no great distance 
from your property; and as this fact may have hereafter an important bearing on the 
future of the company, they quote the following extract from their !ast despatch, dated 
Nelson, May 12, 1864:—‘ About the middle of last month an exceedingly rich gold field 
was discovered little more than 30 miles from this city—the consequence being a gene- 
ral rush from hence te the spot, including most of our men. We were, however, fortu- 
nate enough, by a trifling rise in wages, to retain enough to carry on the wood business, 
and keep the works going, and the plant in good order, ‘hough how far the fever may 
yet spread, or what may be the effect on the labour market here, for a time at least, it 
is yet too early to speak with much precision. A rush from the neighbouring colonies 
has already commenced, and thousands are now located where but a month since scarcely 
a white man was to be found.’” The spotin which these large gold washings were found 
was a tributary to the Pelorus. From all the information he had been able to collect, 
it would appear that those gold washings were very ¢xtensive and valuable. It was 
not an uncommon thing for one man to get as much as 2 ozs. of gold per day; but as 
much as from 4 to 5ozs. per day had been obtained. Those washings were at the dase 
of a range of mountains, of which the Dan Mountain formed a portion. When he (the 
Chairman) told them that he ob d pretty iderable proportions of gold from the 
sand, they would agree with him that no one could yet say what their property was capa- 
ble of producing. As to the copper, the shareholders knew that Dr. Hochstetter felt 
convinced that pure metallic copper in bunches or pockets would sooner or later be found 
in the mountain, and as the miners who had been sent out to prospect would receive a 
proportion of the profits resulting from any discoveries they might make, it was not un- 
reasonable to hope that something of a very ag h would soon be rea- 
lised.

Upon the proposition of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. ScLanpERS,a unanimous vote 
of thanks was accorded to the committee at Nelson for their satisfactory conduct of the 
company’s affairs.—— Messrs. Brand and Trenow were re-elected auditors, their rema- 
neration (as is also that of the directors) being, as hitherto, deferred until dividends are 
paid.——Upon the proposition of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. TRENow, a special 
vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Thornthwaite, which was appropriately acknowledged. 
A vote of thanks was also passed to the Chairman and directors for their unceasing but 
at present unremunerated attention to the company’s interests.——The CmatrMan, in 
acknowledgment, assured his fellow-proprietors that the board and himself fally appre- 
ciated this renewed testimony of approval. He need hardly say that they had had great 
anxieties, and had it not been for the confidence the shareholders had at all times reposed 
in the direction the undertaking must inevitably have foundered ; but he hoped all diffi- 
culties and doubts had been removed, and he trusted they had before them a long and

WORTHING MINING COMPANY (SOUTH AUSTRALIA). 


The annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the company’s 

offices, St. Helen’s-place, on Monday,—Mr. Crrus Leae in the chair. 
Mr. G, Lavineton (the secretary) having read the notice convening 

the meeting, it was agreed that the report of the directors (an abstract of 

which has already appeared in the Journal) should be taken as read, 

The CuairMan said that the board regretted they were not in a posi- 
tion to give a dividend upon the present occasion. He had hoped, when he succeeded 
to the office of Chairman of the directors, at the commencement of this year, that by this 
time the board would have had the pi of ing the declaration of a divi- 
dend; but although that had not yet been done, yet he believed a dividend condition was 
being rapidly approached; he stated that without any fear of contradiction, At the 
time of the last meeting, in August, 1863, there was a balance due to the bankers in the 
colony of over 4000/., which it was naturally expected would have been paid off, and the 
company brought into a remunerative state, seeing that in Sep ber it was reduced to 
2560/., in October to 19507.,in November to 1100/,,andin December to 750/.; but owing 
to the want of wood in the colony, the balance hac gradually increased till in April it 
amounted to nearly 6000/. Notwithstanding, as would be seen from the report, the com- 
pany was now in an incomparably better position than at the date of the last meeting, 
for then the company were indebted on this side 4492/, 143, 2d., and the colonial com- 
mittee were indebted on the other side 4891/. 1s, 1ld., making together 93007. that the 
company was in debt at that time; but the colonial committee calculated that there was 
sufficient ore and copper on the other side to pay off the amount then due to the bank. 
Since that period the board had succeeded in placing at par the forfeited shares, num- 
bering 5171, to a well-known firm, which not only assisted the pany, but at the 
same time showed the confidence of that firm in the success of the mine. As regards 
the financial position of the company, compared with what it was at the last meeting, 
he might refer the shareholders to the report, which stated that at the date of their last 
despatches matters had so far improved that the colonial committee calculated there 
was a surplus on that side of about 5000/., besides the reserve of ores, 10,000 tons, valued, 
less the cost of taking away, at (say) 100,000/., “an amount amply sufficient to prove 
the value of the mine,” so that there could be no question the Bremer would prove much 
more profitable than the Worthing Mine. He did now expect, the company having pur- 
chased the Scott’s Creek Smelting-works, that the want of fuel would not again be felt, 
and that for the future the returns would vastly increase —at any rate, it was not too 
much to hope that the present would be the last meeting without the shareholders re- 
ceiving something substantial for their outlay and patience. It might, perhaps, be as 
well for him to call attention to the very economical manner in which the mine had been 
worked—that gave him very great satisfaction, because it reflected the greatest credit on 
their acting manager—Mr. Alfred Hallett. If they referred to the Burra Burra Mine, 
they would find that the total cost of ore brought up to 22 percent. was 14/. 10s. per ton; 
the cost at the Kapunda, who dressed their ores up to about 17 per cent., was about 
10/, per ton, whereas the total cost of the Worthing ore, raised to 14 per cent., was only 
61, 10s. per ton. Those were facts which incontrovertibly proved that the Bremer Mine 
was being worked in as economical a manner 4s it possibly could be, (Hear,bear.) In- 
deed, it was not too much to say that the management could not be surpassed by any 
mine in the colony. He thought the public were beginning to appreciate the position 
and prospects of the Bremer Mine, and that opinion was based upon an extract taken 
from the company’s books, which showed the price at which the shares had been trans- 
ferred since August last. At that time the shares were sold at 10s, 9d., in September 
and October at 12s., in January at 14s,,in February at 20s., and in July at 20s.; so that 
since the last annual meeting, the value of the property, in the estimation of the public, 
had increased nearly twofold. The confidence of the present board of directors in the 
eventual permanent prosperity of the company was undiminished, as was testified by 
the fact that, so far from having sold a share during the last four years, they had con- 
iderably i d their holding (Hear, hear.) He might further mention that the 
improved price of the shares had not been caused by “ rigging” the market, but was 
solely attributable to the intrinsic value of the mine being more appreciated by the public. 
He believed if it were not for the fact that so large an amount of money bad been ex- 
pended upon the Worthing Mine, that the Bremer Mine would at the present time stand 
higher in the public estimation than any mine in the colony; but, unfortunately, they 
were suffering on account of the large amount of capital which had been expended upon 
the Worthing property, which was now producing a rental of only 3002.or 4007. As re~ 
gards the management on the other side, he might mention that the directors, feeling it 
to be their duty to act up to the Articles of Association, considered there should be, as 
at first, three members of the colonial committee, so that, in the event of death or un- 
foreseen accident, the interests of the company might be protected. The board had for- 
warded a certain number of names, from which the colonial committee could select one 
who, having the interest of the company at heart, would act with them in an independent 
and cordial manner. He thought the shareholders would say that the directors had the 
interests of the company in view in determining upon that course, and would confirm it 
by their approval. He might further mention that the directors had elected Mr. Boord, 
formerly a director of the Burra Burra Mine, to a seat at the board, caused by the resig- 
nation of Mr. R. Hallett. The reason had been asked why Mr. Hallett, after having re- 
signed his seat at the board, should have given notice of his intention to become a can- 
didate for the office of director. The board felt, in justice to themselves, and also in 
justice to Mr. Boord, that the letter sent by Mr. Hallett, tendering his resignation, should 
be inserted in the report. Upon the receipt of that letter, the board felt that they would 
not like to lose the servicés of Mr. Hallett, and they, therefore, asked him to reconsider 
his determination, the more especially as at that period it was thought some inconvenl- 
ence might be felt with regard to the promissory notes that were required to be drawn ; 
but apon enquiry at the bankers it was found that no difficulty of that kind would arise § 
However, Mr. Hallett declined to reconsider his determination, and having stated that 
he would “ at all times be ready to assist in case of need,” the directors elected Mr. Boord 
to fill the vacancy thus occasioned ; and without any disrespect to Mr. Hallett, he (the 
Chairman) did hope the meeting would confirm the appointment. Reverting to the im- 
proving position of the mine, it would beseen from the report that there had been raised 
2500 tons of ore, as compared with 1811 tons, and that there have been smelted 2300 tons, 
against 1505 tons, producing 15 tons 5 ewts. rough copper, and 520 tons regulus, leaving 
500 tons of ore at grass ready for smelting; so that the directors felt fully justified in 
concluding their report to the shareholders by stating “that the number of tons retarned 
were larger, the quantity of ground laid open greater, and the average value per fathom 
fully 4 ton more, whilst the quantity of reserves had been very considerably increased.” 
In conclusion, all he could say was that he hoped the shareholders would have confidence 
in the present board, and that they would receive the report with the same satisfaction 
and congratulation as it was presented. (fear, hear.) He then moved that the report 
and balance-sheet be received and adopted. 

Mr. PHIuirs said it appeared to him that the additional expenditure was almost equal 
to the value of the increased quantity of ore raised. 

TheCuHarRMan was giad attention had been called to that fact, because it afforded him 
an opportunity of explaining a point upon which shareholders should be set right, At 
the date of the last meeting there was an amount due to the bankers of 9000/., which, 
they were told by the acting manager, was more than cleared off; the balance of 46001. 
owing this side, had also been more than cleared off, and there was a balance now of 
about 11,6007. to pay 56007. If at the time of the last meeting the company was owing 
9000/., and‘bad only 500072 with which to pay it, and at the present time they had 12,0002. 
to pay 6000/., there could be no question that the financial position of the company had 
been to that extent improved. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired if it were contemplated by the board to alter the date of 
meeting ?——The CuarkMan said it was quite possible thé shareholders would be called 
together to consider the advisability of altering the day of the annual general meeting. 
The board had been thinking it would be well to close up the accounts In the colony to 
the end of Jane and I ber, and jally if, as they hoped, half-yearly dividends 
were about to be declared, Under those circumstances, the meeting would be held ia 
September instead of in August. If the ore were received from the colony, the directors 
would not hesitate to declare an dd interim dividend, 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired if the 10,000 tons of ore (referred to in the report) had been 
raised ?———The CHAIRMAN sald it had not been raised—it was what miners called re- 
serves. The estimated value of those reserves—10,000 tons—was 100,000/., less the cost 

of raising it to surface. 

Mr. Putiurrs wished to know if their managing director went to the cheapest market 
| for his wood, &c, ?———The CuarrMAN said he did not think it was the province of the 
| board to interfere in such matters. They had every confidence in the ability and 
jadgment of their acting manager, and they had no doubt whatever that Mr. Alfred 
Hallett exerted himself to the utmost in the interest of the company. He (the Chair- 
man) need only call attention to the testimonial dinner which was given to Mr. Alfred 
Hallett in the town which belonged to the company, to show that he was not only much 
respected, but that he merited the approbation of the whole of the colonists.

Mr. ANDERTON did not see how any shareholder could justly give such a proxy before 
having heard the different arguments. 

The CuarmMan said that the object the directors had in view in obtaining proxies was 
to protect the interest of the shareholders, and to prevent parties coming in at the last 
moment with a number of proxies and swamping the directors. 

Mr. C. R. Essex (a director) was afraid that the present difference had arisen from the 
fact that the board had not idered it 1 tthat Messrs. Hallett should continue 
to act as the commercial agents of the company.

He felt they were greatly 
indebted to their acting manager for the efficient and satisfactory way in which he had 
developed the Bremer Mine, and, therefore, it was with great pleasure he (the Chair- 
man) proposed that the best thanks of the shareholders should be given to the colonial 
committee, and especially to Mr. Alfred Hallett, for the satisfactory way in which he 
continues to develope the Bremer Mine, and for his management of the company gene- 
rally.——Sir G. Hopakinson seconded the proposition. 

Mr. BanrxeEn, in supporting the proposition, stated that he knew the property very 
‘well, and assured the shareho!ders that Mr. Alfred Hallett had the interest of the com-

In 1 of its being necessary to re- 
move, for laying the foundation of the new stamps, the waste sands from which gold 
had been extracted by the former company, the reduction officer has been principally 
engaged in the treatment of this staff. It is satisfactory to find that 13,930 cubic feet 
of such waste sand, in the stamping of which 581 hours were occupied, the yield was 
469°69 oits., equal to 3°46 oits. per 100 cubic feet. The directors are still without accu- 
rate data from which to arrive at the yield of gold per ton of stuff; but, assuming an 
estimate furnished by Messrs. Johnson, Matthey, and Co. of the weight of sand to be 
correct, 100 cubic feet would be equal to 244 tons, and the yleld per ton would thus be 
1°35 oits., equal to 0°155 oz. troy, worth about 12s. 6d., exclusive of the gold unrecovered 
from the tailings, for the extraction of which amalgamation will be required. The fol- 
lowing estimate, based on the experiments of the reduction officer, will show the 
amount of gold which, with one set of efficient stamps, might be extracted from the

The Cuairman, having moved the adoption of the report, stated that the board had 
not received much information since the last meeting; but what had been received was 
of a satisfactory character. 

Mr. Hock in (the deputy-chairman) seconded the adoption of the report. 

A SHAREHOLDER said that the directors in their report had stated they had engageda 
gentieman to fill the place of Mr. Garby, but it was not stated when that gentleman 
would leave England.———Mr. Hocktn said that he sailed this day (Tuesday). 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired when it was thought probable information would be received 
that the company’s operations were being so conducted as to leave a profit ?——Mr. 
Hocktn stated that the circular which was forwarded to the shareholders subsequent to 
the last general meeting informed them that it was expected the stamps would be 
erected in July. As regards the general tenor of the advices, it was, upon the whole, 
satisfactory. There had been some little difficulties to overcome; one was the defective 
condition of the reservoir, but that was boing placed in a sound and efficient condition. 
Taking ali circumstances into consideration, he (Mr. Hockin) thought that Mr. Ganther 
had done as much as could possibly have been expected, considering the difficulties 
against which he had had tocontend. There was no doubt when the stamps were got 
to work good returns would be made. 

A SHAREHOLDER drew attention to the statement in the report to the effect that some 
experiments had been made by washing the cascalho (alluvial gravel deposits) in one 
of the ravines by use of the batea (washing bowl) only. It was found that the produce 
recovered from a trial at the lowest part of the ravine was but 0°63 oits. per 100 cubic 
feet; 150 feet higher up it was 1°26 oits.; while 300 ft. up the ravine it was 6°58 oits., 
or about % oz. troy, but the report further stated that experiments made for washing 
the cascaino with a launder and strakes did not lead to satisfactory results, since the 
‘work proceeded too slowly fo allow of its being carried on profitably; but by using the 
washing apparatus, not yet arrived from England, there is every probability that all 
the cascalho of the ravine could, during the rainy season, be worked to advantage. He 
wished to know if the board had any further information to communicate with re- 
ference to that subject? 

Mr. Hock«n said it was not expected any good result would be obtained from the ma- 
chinery on the mine, but proper and efficient machinery to work alluvial soil had been 
sent out, and also some amalgamating hinery. The directors believed that the cas- 

calbo (alluvial soil) was inexhaustible, all that was wanted being to render it available 
for the stamps. Of course, until the tramways were laid down the cascalho could not 
be economically worked. 
The CuarkMaN mentioned that he had recently had an opportunity of seeing a Bra- 
zilian nobleman, from whom he obtained some information as to the general nature of that 
country. The nobleman had a very high opinion of the richness of the soil in the dis- 
trict wherein the company’s property was slenated, and he assured him (the Chairman) 
that the Imperial Government was remarkably well disposed to do everything in its 
power to assist the company. 
Mr. Hocktn sald, some time since the board sent out a steam-engine, and with it the 
material for building an ordinary chimney stack ; when, to the surprise of the directors, 
Mr. Gunther wrote home and requested that an iron stack should be sent out. The di- 
rectors expressed their surprise to Mr. Gunther, when he sent an explanation, which 
the secretary would read.——-The SecreTary read an extract from the advices, dated 
June 9, as follows :—* The following consideration induced me to write for an iron chim- 
ney-stack, because, on constructing an inclined brick shaft up the hill side, which I 
originally intended, on excavating into the hill several masses of auriferous quartz 
were met with, rendering it highly probable that we may excavate, perhaps, the whole 
of that hill—an operation that would be very inconvenient to carry out if such an inclined 
chimney were to run through the works. A vertical brick-stack would have required 
the very best sort of bricks.”"——-Mr. Hock.n said that the iron stack was inimediately 
sent out. He thought the shareholders would agree with him in thinking that what- 
ever Mr. Gunther did he had an eye to the future. 
Mr. De Castro said the cutting of these masses of auriferous quartz, in the accidental 
way described by Mr. Gunther, confimed the opinion that had been from the commence- 
ment entertained—that throughout this district gold was distributed in a most extraor- 
dinary way; and that was further confirmed by a private letter, which had been ad- 
dressed to the secretary by Dr. Alston. 
The Secretary read extracts from the letter, as follows :— 
“ As for a New Year's present of gold, which you suggest, I know Gunther has the will 
had he the way. The difficulties he has had to overcome are and have been very great. 

If you could have seen the road from the river to Montes Aureos when I arrived here 

you would have been astonished ; a mere track for one person for 15 miles made into a 

road. Now the machinery is brought up and in course of erection, this may seem easy

He is to my knowledge suffer- 
ing from his exerticns. I have known him for a full week before every mail not sleep 
above three hours in the 24, and then besides our monthly mail there is the native cor- 
respondence. The reason why there has not been and possibly will not be any remit- 
tance is not that there is not gold to send, but that the means of extracting it will not 
be ready probably for three months, and even then the most strenuous exertions will 
have to be made to get everything forward. Every available carpenter is at work on 
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the stamps-house, for the erection of which the forest has to be ransacked for timber of 


the strongest and most durable character, and it will be a most substantial and durable 


forest on some of these expeditions, and I feel sure that when you once get remittances, | 
there will be very little risk of their stopping for many years. Everyone has it at 
heart, and {s looking forward to our first effort. It will be like a festa here when we 
get the machinery in motion Even the negroes gaze at the work in wonder. Yester- 
day I overheard one of them say as the men were hauling the engine into its place, “ These 
English are strange people ; they drag that great beast into its place,and make no noise, 
and do not swear like the men who were here before did—strange people.” When we do 
commence it will be in earnest. 


Mr. De Castro thought that could not fail to be highly satisfactory to the share- 
holders. He must confess that he had been disappointed at the time that had been taken, 
but that had arisen from the fact that they had been deceived as to the facility of com- 
municating with thecoast. It must not be forgotten that Mr. Gunther did not reach the 
property until November, 1862; so that, looking at the difficulties he had had to over- 
come, he considered Mr. Gunther had accomplished a great deal. As regards the yield 
of gold, in spite of the strong remonstrances of the directors, Mr. Gunther had stated 
that he would not be driven to send home remittances which might produce impressions 
that were not justifiable; but when he began to remit,he hoped the returns would be 
continuous and satisfactory. He (Mr. De Castro) had the most perfect confidence in the 
management ; and now, as all the difficulties, he hoped, had been overcome, he thought 
it would not be long before sharehold: rs would not regret having joined the undertaking. 
The report was received and adopted unanimously. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors terminated the proceedings.

Making the entire capital of the company all of one class, amounting to £400,000 0 0 
By this arrangement 200,000/. of the present capital would be redeemed, and it would 
be in the power of the company, with the consent of the proprietors, to re-issue the whole, 
or any part of the same, if at any future time it should be considered desirable to raise 
more capital. In presenting the foregoing, the committee are aware that they have ful- 
filled the precise duty which was imposed upon them, but they deem it right to add that 
while arriving at the conclusion which they have announced, they have become entirely 
agreed that the opinion expressed by the annual general court—* That an amalgamation 
of the two classes of capital would conduce greatly to the stability of the company, and 
much improve the intrinsic value of the property”—was well founded, and they would 
recommend the proprietors of both classes to amalgamate their respective interests upon 
the terms suggested. 

This report, dated June 16, was signed by Messrs. J. H. Pelly, L. H. Haslewood, and 
John Harman, acting on behalf of the Court of Assistants; Alexander Beattie, and W. G. 
Whatman, the auditors; J. J. Cammins, A. J. C. Lawrie (in the room of 8, Neave, 
who through ill health could not accept office), and P. F. Robertson, acting on behalf of 
the stockholders; and by Messrs. Isaac Braithwaite, Robert Gill, and John Harris, act- 
ing on behalf of the shareholders. 


In the Governor’s letter, which accompanied this report, it was stated that the prac- 
tical effect of an amalgamation upon the terms suggested would be to give to the prefer- 
ence shareholders nine-tenths of the entire property and profits of the company, from 
Jan. 23 last, and to the stockholders the remaining one-tenth. The preference share- 
holders, at a cost which would be contingent only, and could in no case exceed one-tenth 
part of their dividends, would be freed from the somewhat predominating voting power 
which now exists against them, and which has an interest adverse to their own—in 
other words, they would bay out their partners, the stockholders (who now possess ra- 
ther more than an equal share in the management, with a reversionary interest only in 
the profits), by giving to them one-tenth part of the reduced nominal capital of the com- 
pany. The stockholders would acquire one-tenth part of the reduced nominal capital of 
the company, and consequently would become entitled to one-tenth of the entire profits 
of the present and all future years, and for this they would give up a right to a larger 
participation in profits, which they would have only under circumstances which must 
be very remote—say which may arise, if ever, seven, ten, or even twenty years hence— 
in other words, they would give up a shadow for something substantial and of imme- 
diate value. The interests of the two classes if blended would, of course, be identical, 
and no questions could arise inthe minds of those who have the management of the com- 
pany’s affairs, save how to make the dividends upon the whole 400,000/. large in amount 
and permanent in duration, A property like that 7 1 by the pany requi 
most careful nurture; modern improvements must be adopted and changes made from 
time to time, as occasion may suggest, to enable it to keep pace with the times, and all 
must be done with a view to consolidate and strengthen, if permanence is to be secured ; 
and such requirements as these were not likely, in the long run, to be supplied under 
such pressure as that of two classes of proprietors, whose claims involved the withdrawal 
of every penny of profit as soon as made. 


‘The CHatRMAN stated that he had received what purported to be three protests against 
the proceedings having reference to amalgamation, from three gentlemen holding under 
600 shares, or under 15,0007. in shares, and he had received proxies and assents repre- 
senting 100,0002. in stock and 150,000/. in preference shares. He concluded by moving 
“ That the report of the committee now read be received and adopted, and that the Court 
of Assistants be, and they are hereby, authorised and requested to endeavour to obtain 
the assent of the proprietors, and to take such steps, by application to Parliament or 
otherwise, as they may deem necessary, for giving effect to the recommendation of the 
committee.” ——-Major Stuart enquired whether there was any intention of raising 
fresh capital ? The CHAIRMAN said there was no present intention whatever of in- 
creasing the capital. 
Mr. Beattre, in seconding the report, said that he had arrived at the conclusion tna 
something of this sort whs absolutely necessary for the good working of the company. 
He was glad to find that the resolution did not propose to act without taking the assent 
of every single proprietor. If it should be found that there still remained three gentle- 
men who were unwilling that the amalgamation should take place ; then, of course, it 
would be for the Court of Assistants to consider what they ought to do. When the 
committee agreed upon their report it was arranged that that report should be circulated 
to every single proprietor, so that there might bea full and free discussion that day. 
His feeling was that where there is a class of deferred shareholders, or stockholders, who 
can only get a dividend out of the surplus profit beyond the 74% per cent. to the preference 
shareholders, there is a moral obligation on the part of the Court of Assistants to take 
care that the surplus profits shall not be diminished by outlay for new works. For the 
last five or six years at least 20,0002. of the profits had been necessarily expended on 
new works, and there were now some new things which, if the Court of Assistants 
had the power of expending a certain sum upon them would be calculated with the ad- 
vance of trade in a particular direction to increase the profits of the company. But they 
were, of course, tied up; if they wanted to spend 5000/, or 10,000/., they dare not spend 
it. It should be lawfully and properly the property of the old sharebolders, who take 
everything beyond the 74% per cent. The Court of Assistants dare not do the thing which 
would make the preference stock the solid mortgage which it ought to be in reality. 
During the last ten years Port Talbot has been utterly unproductive, but there was now 
a probability of its becoming a very important addition to the property, and in order to 
do justice equally between the preference stock holders and the old stockholders, it is de- 
sirable there should be but one interest; in justice, therefore, to the old and new share- 
holders, he advocated the measure, and seconded the resolution. 
Mr. GILBERTSON thought the object in view waz a very unfair one, and must have 
many tendencies of a very serious character: he requested that his protest might be 
read. [By this document Matthias Gilbertson, of Egham Hill, Surrey, as a proprietor 
of preference shares, protested against any proceedings with reference thereto, and par- 
cularly against any resolution to be passed at the extraordinary general court on July 28, 
“‘which may affect, or attempt to affect or vary, my rights and interestsas such pro- 
prietor of preference shares.” He further gave notice that he would take such measures 
for his protection as advised.) That was the principle which he meant to act upon,and 
he thought there were many in the same condition: he would not vote upon this occa- 
sion.———Major Stuart had purchased his shares, as other men of small income did, 
simply because they were preference shares, to secure a fixed income for himself and 
family; and if they did away with that preference stock, which is secured, and was se- 
cured before he purchased it, by an Act of Parliament, what faith could he have in any 
proceeding of the committee or the’ company? He moved as an amendment—“ That 
on the original stockholders consenting to their stock, which now stands at 300,000/., 
being reduced to 100,000/., the preference stockholders agree to the arrears now due to 
them, and amounting to 25 per cent., being reduced to 1244 per cent. preference stock, and 
2% per cent. paid in cash. The preference shareholders also consent to the interest of 
7\% per cent. being reduced to 6 per cent.; and the original stockholders shall receive 
6 per cent. on the reduced 100,000/., then any earnings over and above such sum shall be 
equally divided between each class.”—He thought it might be better if the earnings be- 
yond 12 per cent. went to form a reserved fund of, say, 40,0007., but did not press it. 
Mr. GILBERTSON was not inclined to second that proposition, but thought that to dis- 
turb the preference shares would be giving preference shares to all the company.——The 
Rev. CHARLES STUART though the proposition might be altered or modified, but would 
second it, rather than it should fall to the ground,——Mr. Rickarps raised the question 
whether the preference stock was entitled to dividends except out of the profits de anno 
in annum, and protested against an amalgamation on the basis of such preference stock-

WHEAL NOKRIS.—John Andrews, Aug. 6: We are making about the usual pro- 
gress in sinking Carter’s shaft below the 45 fm. level. In the 45 end, east of Carter's 
shaft, we are driving by the side of the lode. The groundin the 35 cross-cut south con- 
tinues favourable for driving.

(Berthliwyd) it is said that 66 ozs. of gold were obtained from 44 cwts. of quartz, and 
about 2 cubic yards gave about 7 Ibs. of gold.—At the Prince oF WaLes Mune (Hafod- 
y-Morfa) a farther discovery has been made.—The OLD CLocau Corrzr Ming mineral 
is said to yield 1 oz. of gold to the ton.

Remarks.—The stringency of the Money Market has exercised an un- 
favourable influence over metals. Not only has the demand slackened, 
but prices have been thereby affected, and the general appearance of our 
market has altogether changed. Operations of a speculative character 
have for a time ceased. Consumers buy only for immediate requirements. 
Shipments are becoming daily more restricted, and business again flows 
into more regular and legitimate channels. Now that difficulties ensue in 
obtaining credits, there may arise a pressure of sales both from first and 
second hands ; and should such be the case, there is every probability that 
a decline of no inconsiderable extent would soon take place; indeed, some 
forced sales have already commenced, and the future prospects of the mar- 
ket do now appear so obscure, that a very unsettled period seems to be 
fast approaching.

THE TIN MINES OF CORNWALL. 


Srr,—I am sorry that my letter of July 20, on this important question, 
has not been followed by others from gentlemen of the county of more prac- 
tical experience, and better able than myself to lay the the whole question 
before the public; yet I cannot help thinking that some arrangement must 
be come to for the better disposal of our produce than now exists. 

I have received several communications from gentlemen connected with 
tin mines, all agreeing with my remarks that, unless a better price can be obtained for 
our produce more than half the tin mines of the county must stop. I have thought a 
general ticketing, to be held weekly (similar toour copper ticketings) for the disposal of 
the tin ore, would, in some respects, remedy some of the evils to which we are at present 
exposed, and be the means of bringing the smelters and the miners to meet with each 
other, and the smelters themselves to meet oftener, which might be the means of creat- 
iug a more friendly feeling, and give the opportunity of an interchange of thought and 
opinion, so that if there was underselling in the market, as is now complained of, the 
evil could be taiked of between themselves ; and, if an evil, surely they ought to remedy 
it. I should be glad of the opiaion of some friends as to the propriety of holding a meet- 
ing, to consist of the mining interest of the county, at which meeting the smelters should 
be invited, inorder to bring about an icable arrang t. Such meeting to be held 
at Truro or Redruth, as might be thought best; for I fear, if we lose this opportunity of 
altering the system and effecting the change desired: it will be disastrous to tin mining 
in the county. Your allowing space for the insertion of this will confera favour on—

Great Darren.—Upon several occasions of late attention has been di- 
rected to the continued successful development of this celebrated old mine, 
At the general meeting, held a short time since, the agents spoke confi- 
dently as to the continuance in depth of the rich deposits of ore. It was 
then determined to sink the shaft, and to drive east and west at a deeper 
level, from which time the operations have been steadily carried on; and, 
although upwards of 7 fms. of ground were explored in the deeper level 
without intersecting the deposit of ore, which, naturally enough, some- 
what discouraged those interested, yet, from the agent’s report (which 
appears among the Mining Correspondence), it will be seen that the opi- 
nion of the agent has been fully realised.

The agent has great confidence as to 
the productiveness of the lode in this level. 





GeroLocicat SurvEY or THE Sanpwicu IsLanps.—It has been sug- 
gested that the presence of the representatives of the Harvard University 
and Smithsonian Institute of Washington, at Honolulu, should be availed 
of as an opportunity for procuring a geological survey of the islands. Both 
Mr. Brigham and Mr. Mann are acknowledged to be competent geologists, 
and much local interest is felt from the probability that the Hawaiian Go- 
vernment will give the necessary authority for settling the oft-mooted ques- 
tion, not only whether gold exists in Koolau, but also whether coal or 
other mineral exists. 


Society or Arts Examinations.—Mining and Metallurgy are amongst 
the subjects in which the Society of Arts offer to examine candidates in 
1865, and Mr. John Arthur Phillips (of Messrs. Phillips and Darlington) 
has been appointed examiner. ‘The programme states that candidates 
should be able to identify with facility the ores of the more common metals, and be ac- 
quainted with their chemical composition. They shovid also be familiar with the forms 
of occurrences of the various metallic ores, and the usual methods employed for their ex- 
traction and subsequent purification by crushing, stamping, and washing, &c. Under- 
ground surveying, the principles of ventilation, particularly as applicable to collieries; a 
knowledge of furnace assaying, and a general acquaintance with the metallurgy of the 
more important metals are also required. First-class certificates can be given to those 
only who have either acquired some practical knowledge of mining, or who possess a 
special acquaintance with the metallurgy of at least one ofthe useful metals. The test- 
books chosen are—Dana’s: Mineralogy ; Mitchell’s Assaying; Manual of Metallurgy; 
Useful Metals and their Alloys; Ure’s Dictionary of Arts, Manufactures, and Mines ; 
Percy’s Metallurgy ; and Truran’s Metallurgy of Iron. The prizes offered to the suc- 
cessful candidates are three prizes of 5/., 3/.,and 2/. respectively, and three prizes of 
books value 1/. each. 


Nort or Encianp Institute or Mininc Enorneers.—The annual 
meeting of this institute was held on Aug. 4, in the rooms of the institute, 
Neville Hall, Newcastle,—Mr. N. Wood, President, in the chair.—The 
President introduced Mr. Howell, who is about to visit the district in order 
to complete the Geological Survey forthe Ordnance Maps. He (the President) had been 
requested by Sir Roderick Murchison to do so, and also to give Mr. Howell all the in- 
formation he could on the subject to which he was directing his attention. He had pro- 
mised Sir Roderick Murchison that he would do this, and he believed every member 
would be happy to do the same. It was very important to have an accurate account of 
the geology of the district.—The Secretary then read the annual report, and the report 
of the finance committee, both of which showed the institute to be in a prosperous con- 
dition.—The meeting then proceeded to the election of the officers for the ensuing year. 
—After some remarks expressive of the regret that the coal trade does not contribute to 
the funds of the institute, the President referred to the good effects attending the meet- 
ing which the members of the institution held in Birmingham two years ago, and sug- 
gested that it might be well to hold a similar meeting next year, either in South Wales 
or in Manchester.—A resolution was adopted on the motion of the President, seconded 
by Mr. T. Y. Hall, “ That the council of the institute be directed to take into conside- 
ration the propriety of holding one of the general meetings of the institate in some 
locality most convenient and proper for the objects of the institute, and report their 
labours to the next meeting of the institute.”—Several papers, which were read at a 
former meeting, stood for discussion, but owing to the advanced hour, and the absence 
of some of the gentlemen who had contributed the papers, the discussion was postponed. 

ExpLosions oF Fire-Damp PREVENTED BY THE Use oF SAFETY- 
Lamps.—In concluding his report upon the accidents in coal mines dur- 
ing 1868, Mr. Charles Morton, the Government Inspector for the York- 
shire district, writes:—In January, at the Ardsley Oaks Colliery, near 
Barnsley, the floor of the thick coal heaved up, and presented a fissure 
several inches wide and 40 or 50 yards long, from which and from the 
adjacent goaf inflammable gas issued with great force and in large quantities for more 
than twelve hours. The supply of fresh air at that particular place was about 8000 
cubic feet per minute; the fire-damp travelled with the air current to men working 
with Stephenson’s safety-lamps at 500 yards distance, and the gas quickly extinguished 
their lights. Other miners were using the same kind of safety-lamps at a point 300 
yards further along, and they also in like manner were left in darkness. The flame of 
another lamp was put out by the fire-damp at a spot nearly 400 yards beyond the miners 
just mentioned. Had there been a naked light or an imperfect safety-lamp in any of 
these places a terrific explosion would inevitably have ensued. At a more remote part 
of the colliery, where the inflammable gas got mixed with 46,000 cubic feet of air per 
minute, the Stephenson lamps continued to burn with their usual steadiness. The su- 
periority of this lamp over the Davy was clearly manifested on a similar emergency 
which visited the same pit about six years ago, when the rush of fire-damp almost im- 
mediately extinguished the Stephenson lamps, while the Davy lamps were filled with 
flame, and became red hot. Since that time a drift has been discreetly constructed 
here, so as to avoid the risk formerly incurred by passing the return air and gas through 
the ventilating furnace. In April last the Strafford Colliery, near Barnsley, experienced 
one of these perilous outbursts of fire-damp, which issued abundantly, and with a loud 
noise, from the floor of the Silkstone coal, and rendered the air highly explosive through- 
out a large portion of the underground works. Happily, no serious mischief followed: 
Stephenson’s lamps (which are extensively employed in this pit) were speedily put out 
by the gas; and the ventilating furnaces being fed entirely with fresh air from the sur- 
face, the inflammable atmosphere of the mine was, with prudent foresight, not allowed 
to come in contact with any naked light whatever. In situations where the fire-damp 
was diluted with 12,000 cubic feet of air per minute, the Stepenson lamps refused to 
burn, but if an unprotected flame had, unfortunately, met the combustible mixture, a 
terrible conflagration would have spread around, notwithstanding the 53,000 cubic feet 
of air per minute which are said to have traversed the main roads. In September last 
& great volume of inflammable gas was suddenly liberated by a heavy fall of the thick 
coal roof, at Mr. William Day’s Mount Osborne Colliery, near Barnsley; and if naked 
lights had been within reach of it, a tremendous explosion would doubtless have oc- 
curred. At my earnest solicitation and suggestion safety-lamps have been numerously 
introduced at this and other pits belonging to Mr. William Day. Blasting with gun- 
powder has been much restricted; anda drift has been projected, and will, I believe, 
soon be executed, so as to prevent the return air and fire-damp from approaching the 
ventilating furnace. 

Tae NatronaL ASsociaATION FOR THE Retier oF British Miners, 
AND 1TS Funps—MystTerious CONCEALMENTS.—The very important 
question—W hat has become of the funds subscribed to this association? — 
has been raised by a short address, accompanied by the copy of a letter 
to the Charity Commissioners, just issued by Mr. Charles Colwell, who 
for some time, as our readers are aware, acted as honorary secretary of 
the enterprise, and for a —— period laboured most zealously in the 
cause. In his letter to the Charity Commissioners, Mr. Colwell explains 
that contributions to some extent resulted from the issue of the associa- 
tion’s prospectus, All looked flourishing and well, when he happened to 
discover wrong doing amongst the paid servants. He immediately sought enquiry and 
investigation by the council, and established a case of fraud and conspiracy even to con- 
feasion. These individuals were immediately suspended, and the books and papers were 
taken possession of by the auditors. The President called one of the delinquents a 
“swindler,” for which he brought an action for heavy damages. The “plea” was not 
a denial, but justification, and the record was withdrawn by the plaintiff on the day of 
trial. Mr. Colwell continues that he was prepared to prove other cases of fraud, and 
endeavoured to do so, but the adviser or advisers of the council, apparently dreading the 
publicity of such grievous wrongs, preferred secrecy, and caused the whole of his un- 
Gertaking to be unceremoniously annihilated, without his consent, first by an anony- 


| mous advertisement, but upon his remonstrance it was repeated under the signatare of 
| one of the officers then under » and from that day to this these scandalous facts 
have been veiled from the public. No has been published, although he has fre- 
quently solicited publicity of the receipts and disbursements. He complains that a cha- 
ritable institation, pabdlicly spoken of by its President and counct! as being unsurpassed, if 
not unequalled, in this or any other country for its humanity and extent of operation, has 
| been suddenly and anrighteously quashed, its funds improperly lavished, and no account 
rendered to the public, while the evil doers have been permitted to escape legal punish- 
ment through a lack of mora! courage on the part of the counci!. In proof of the truth 
of bis assertion, Mr. Colwell states that he is prepared to make a solemn and formal de- 
claration as to these facts, and, if necessary, to come to London at his own expense for 
personal examination on oath, in order to obtain a full and impartial investigation of 
these mysterious concealments of important facts relating to charitabdie contributions on 
behalf of widows and orphans of thousands slain in colileries. Although it cannot be 
denied that many of the statements and complaints of Mr. Colwell may present a dif- 
ferent aspect when the explanations of. the other side are made public, the affair is one 
which certainly requires careful investigation.

Moone Macuiwery.—* J. W.” (North Wales).—The latest patent of Mr. E. S. Crease 
with which we are acquainted is that which was patented in Oct. last. According to the 
specification it appears that in boring or perforating rock, or other earthy substances, 
by machinery, actuated by steam, compressed air, or other motive power, instead of 
using a cylinder with ordinary inlet and outlet valves worked by the intervention of 
levers, the patentee employs two cylinders side by side, one being of greater diameter 
than the other, The pistons worked in these cylinders, and the passages connecting 
the two cylinders together, are so arranged that each acts as a piston valve to the other ; 
thereby giving a reciprocating motion the one to the other, without the use of tappets 
or levers of any kind. He claims—firstly, constructing engines for working tools and 
apparatus for drilling, boring, and excavating, with two cylinders, placed side by side, 
one cylinder being of greater diameter than the other; the pistons which work in these 
cylinders, and the ports or passages which connect the cylinders, being arranged in 
such manner that each piston acts as a piston valve to the other, substantially as de- 


scribed. Secondly, imparting feed motion to the borer or boring tool, by connecting 


the feed screw to the spindle inserted through the end of the cylinder, by fixing on 


the screw at the same end of the cylinderaratchet wheel, with lever and paw! work- 
ing loose on the same, and connecting this lever with an eccentric fixed on the spindle.

Tin, | 
copper, lead, and zine are doubtless the metals to which the more im- | 
portance must be attached, as contributing more largely to the grand total; 

but it must be gratifying alike to miners and mine adventurers to find that | 
the products which have previously been known to them only as minerals | 
—the presence, indeed, of which was to be dreaded rather than otherwise— 

are coming more largely into use, and commanding prices which more than 

pay the cost of preparing them for sale. Mundic shows an increase of 

40002. upon the year’s sales; the quantity of arsenic sold has nearly dou- 

bled; and gossans, wolfram, and miscellaneous minerals show a satisfac- 

tory increase. Uranium appears for the first time in the list, 3 cwts. hav- 

ing been sold for 237. Unimportant as such an item as this may appear 

against a total approaching 40,000,000/., such items are not without sig- 

nificance, from the indirect advantage which may result to other metals 
from their extraction. Take, for example, wolfram, which until within 

the last few years was known only as a metal which rendered almost un- 

saleable the tin ore with which it was associated, whilst its separation de- 

prived the miner of the profit which the number of tons of tin produced 
led him to anticipate—to sell the tin and wolfram together, and to sepa- 
rate them and sell the cleaned tin afterwards, alike resulted in loss to the 
miner, At the present time uses have been found for the wolfram, and 

improvements have been made in the process of separation, the result be- 
ing that it is profitable to the miner to separate the wolfram for its in- 
trinsic worth, whilst its removal renders the tin saleable for the best in- 
stead of a mere nominal price. 

To return to the more common metals, it will be found that the produc- 
tion of tin ore increased to the extent of upwards of 1000 tons, giving an 
improved money value of more than 120,000/. ‘The low price of copper 
rendered it so unprofitable to many mines to return the ore of that metal, 
that in not a few instances the production was stopped until the market 
should present a better aspect. That time has happily arrived, so that it 
may be anticipated that the returns of copper for 1864 will far more than 
make up for the deficiency of last year; as it was the decline was only 12,000 
tons, of the the value of about 100,000/. Lead ore shows a fair increase, 
especially considering the position of the market for the metal during the 
period included; and of zinc there has been sold more than half as much 
again as in 1862. With respect to the future, it is not unreasonable to an- 
ticipate that, with the improvement of the market for copper and tin, the 
figures for the current year will show an increase which should give an im- 
petus to mineral enterprise generally, for the steady and continual aug- 
mentation in the value of the other metals is such that a change is scarcely 
to be desired. 

In next week’s Journal we shall give an epitome of the entire return, 
with notes upon some of the principal items which occur in it; more espe- 
cially with regard to the metals whith have only recently taken their place 
amongst those which add to the commercial value of our mineral resources. 








THE IRON TRADE OF THE WORLD. 
Nothing has so much contributed to the comfort and civilisation of the 
human race as the development of the various industries and extended en- 
terprises which owe their existence to an abundant supply of iron. Per- 
haps the most striking development of material progress during the last 
35 years is the introduction of the railway system. During that period 


there have been constructed 113,000 miles of railway in the world; and 
this appears to us as the mere prelude to the extension of this enterprise 
on a scale so vast as scarcely any living man can conceive. There has 
been expended on these 113,000 miles of railway already constructed up- 
wards of 40,000,000 tons of iron. 
Great Britain and France control the world, and, fortunately for the 
happiness of mankind, they seem to have elected in favour of peace; and 
their enormous resources, which might otherwise have been dissipated in 
war, will unquestionably be diverted to that other great enterprise, which 
we regard as having merely commenced—the construction of railways, 
which, proceeding at an increasing ratio, will only be retarded by the 
limited supply of iron that can be furnished by the mines of the world. 
The immensely increased demand for ships and steamers built of iron will 
also of itself form a large drain upon our production of this mineral. 
There are now about 350,000 tons of iron in warehousekeepers’ stores 
in Scotland, which is the only reliable reserve for a trade embracing 
4,000,000 tons per annum. The shipments of pig-iron from Scotland this 
year have been 401,600 tons, showing an increase of 26,649 tons over the 
corresponding period of last year; and the foundries and malleable iron- 
works in this district have been so actively employed as to give rise to a 
consumption of about 12,000 tons weekly. 
It is rather a striking occurrence that recently upwards of 35 furnaces 
have been put out of blast in Staffordshire, although the price of pig-iron 
has ruled in that district from 70s. to 75s. per ton. Nineteen years ago 
the price of Scotch pig-iron attained 120s. per ton, and for many months 
afterwards it was maintained at above 100s. per ton. In 1854 the highest 
price was 92s, 6d., and the average price for that year was 80s. per ton. 
It may be noted as a singular feature in connection with the iron trade, 
that the highest range of prices for iron seems to be coincident with high 
rates of money.

casting, and is supported on four wheels. ‘The pick-shaft is carried by a 
cylindrical bearing, which is capable of being turned by means of a hand- 
wheel at the end of the machine, so as to fix the pick in any position by 
which vertical, horizontal, or angular grooves may be cut in coal or any 
other mineral. It is a great improvement upon the trunk coal-cutting 
machine, of which Mr, Jones is joint inventor, and which is only capable 
of working one way, and performing one operation, whereas the new one 
is capable of performing any operation, at the same time being less com- 
plicated in its construction. When at work it strikes the coal with a force 
of about one ton and a half. The machine worked remarkably well in the 
Barnsley seam, cutting and holing in a manner which surprised as well 
as gratified the large company present. Previous to its being put in motion, Miss Hall 
(daughter of one of the proprietors) set it going, in doing which she said—“ Ladies and 
gentiemen,—In giving the first turn to this machine, I do so with the hope that it will be 
the means of abridging human labour and saving life ; whilst, at the same time, it will 
also conduce to the interests of the colliery proprietors in this and in other pits in which 
it may be introduced.” She then christened the machine “ Ann,” after herself. She 
was followed by Miss Stones, who gave a further turn to the wheel, and made a few 


yy remarks. 
The machine then commenced work, and holed 24 ft. 6 in., at an ave- 
rage depth of 8 in. in nine minutes. The same quantity was holed in the 
second cut in the same time, the depth being from 14 to18} inches. The 
third cut was done in about half a minute less time. A short pick was 
then put on for the purpose of “slotting” the coal, when the work was 
again effectually done. The vertical cut was then made, and the testing 
of the machine terminated, there being no divergence of opinion as to its 
success. Several suggestions, however, of a truly practical character were 
made, and of which, no doubt, advantage will be taken. It was consi- 
dered that greater weight and additional power might be advantageously 
introduced, and if a propelling regulation were employed instead of manual 
force, so that it might to some extent become self-acting. Altogether the 
company, nearly all practical men, considered the machine a great success, 
and with some slight improvements well adapted to the Barnsley coal dis- 
trict. At the conclusion of the performances of the machine the party 
adjournedto the south leve!, which was tastefully decorated with evergreens and bracken, 
which completely hid the coal from view, in the centre of which was a long table, loaded 
with the choicest edibles, interspersed with choice plants and flowers.

Mr. R. Tuorr (North Gawber), then gave the health of the Caarrman, who replied 
in a pithy and practical address. He said that, in addition to his practice as a medical 
man, he had for some years past been a colliery proprietor, and so far from finding the 
coal trade so lucrative as was so generally supposed, he was sorry to say that his pro- 
spects were prospects still. He thought, however, he could see a brighter future before 
them, owing to the skill and ingenuity of their mechanics. The introduction of the ma- 
chine they had that day seen at work led him to believe that coal-cutting by machinery 
would be generally adopted.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Ava. 11.—The scarcity of water still interferes seriously with operations 
at the iron and tin-plate works, and a great number of hands are only par- 
tially ae. There are a good number of orders on the ironmasters’ 
books, and the state of the trade shows no material variation from last week. 
The enquiry for rails from America and from some of the continental states 
has increased, although it cannot be said that there is any decided improve- 
ment in prices. It is clear, however, that the trade is in a far better state 
in South Wales than in Staffordshire and other iron districts of the kingdom. 
The advance in the rate of discount has checked operations to some extent, 
not only in the iren trade, but in the tin-plate and coal trades as well; and, 
with money so high, it is really surprising that trade generally is so active, 
and that prices are maintained. In tin-plates there is only a moderate bu- 
siness doing, and the eurrent quotations leave hardly any margin for pro- 
fits. Yet, in the face of this unfavourable state of things, the men are agi- 
tating for an increase in wages, and new hands have had to be engaged at 
several of the works. ‘This shows the mischief done by interested agita- 
tors, as anyone having the least knowledge of the tin-plate trade must know 
that the masters cannot possibly afford to grant an advance in wages at the 
—- time. Steam coal is in average demand, and the shipments have 

n considerable during the last few days. Orders are coming in pretty 
freely from the east coast and the West of England for house coals, and the 
current quotations are firmly held. Coke remains without any change of 
importance, the quantity sent to Staffordshire being still below the average. 

The Reports of the Inspectors of Coal Mines for the year 1863 places the 
South Wales district in a very unfavourable position. As compared with 
the year 1862, there is an increase in casualties (fatal or otherwise) under 
every head, with one exception, and the total deaths reached 159 against 
135 in the previous year. This is a matter for the serious consideration of our colliery 
viewers, and it is to be hoped that increased efforts will be made to ensure more safety 
to the collier in his at best dangerous occupation. The two great items in the list are, 
66 deaths from explosions of damp, and 54 from falls of roof; making from these two 
causes alone noless than 120 deaths. At a recent meeting of the South Wales Institute 
of Engineers, Mr. Thomas Evans, the then Government Inspector for the district (now 
Inspector for the Derby district), made special reference to the number of deaths from 
falls of roofs, which he contended could be materially reduced by a sufficient su 
of timber being always placed at the disposal of the men, and by efficient propping 
insisted upon by the managers. Certainly the men often neglect to use sufficient tim- 
ber, when they have an ample supply at command; but, on the other hand, it is the 
duty of those in power to enforce obedience to the rules. As already stated, the subject 
is worthy of serious attention on the part of all parties connected with collieries, and the 
columns of the .Mining Journal are open to any parties having suggestions to offer by 
which the number of accidents may be reduced. 

PROCEEDINGS AGAINST THE PROPRIETORS OF THE CARNGETHIN CoL- 
LIERY.—A few weeks since, it will be remembered that Mr. Crawshay 
Bailey, M.P., and Mr. Edmund D. Williams, proprietors of the Carngethin 
Colliery, were summoned before the Caerphilly magistrates on two charges, 
first for not providing an adequate break ; and, secondly, for not providing a proper ecrew 
or other suitable implement for keeping the two wheels of the winding machinery in 
permanent gear, as required by the special rules, under the 23d and 24th Vict., c. 151, 
On the first charge a penalty of 107. was inflicted at the time; and on the second charge 
it was held, on behalf of the defendants, that the manager, and not the proprietors, was 
the party liable. In consequence of this objection the magistrates expressed thelr in- 
tention of taking time to consider their decision. After rep d adj the case 
came on again on Tuesday last; Mr. Bradgate, as before, appeared for the Government 
Inspector of Mines (Mr. Lionel Brough), and Mr. Carter, from Messrs. Woodhouse and 
Colborne, represented the defendants. Mr. Lionel Brough was examined at some length, 
and he proved that before the accident at the colliery, which resulted in the death of 
two men, there was not a proper screw to keep the machinery in permanent gear. The 
magistrates decided that the case was proved, and that Mr. Edmund D. Williams, as 
the acting partner, was liable. The mitigated penalty of 10/. and costs was inflicted, and 
an application is to be made to Sir George Grey to hand over the penalty, as was done 
in the former case, to the widows of the men that were killed at the colliery,

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Ava. 11.—This is a general holiday week in both the great mannfac- 
turing districts of Staffordshire. In the north it is Stoke Wakes, with which 
it would be heresy to associate the idea of work; and in the south, Wol- 
verhampton Races have a similar, though hardly equal, influence. There 
has not been much doing, and as orders are not large a little holiday mak- 
ing causes no inconvenience. There is a pretty good demand for plates, 
and a moderate one for sheets, but the bar mills of the district are doing 
very little. Pig-iron is not selling except in rare cases, but manufacturers’ 
stocks are running out rapidly, and transactions will probably take place 
soon. The colliers irf’the neighbourhood of Dudley generally remain out, 
in opposition to the reduction of wages. The blast-furnacemen there are 
also on strike, and the furnaces out, and even if they were disposed to go 
to work the furnaces will not be put in blast, with the mines at rest and 
the slack demand for pig-iron. It is worthy of note that though there are 
about 40 furnaces less in blast than at the beginning of the year, pigs 
are still a drag in the market, which is explained by the fact that the hot 
weather has reduced the make of iron, and that the supply of pigs for other 
districts is so large. In North Staffordshre about 350 colliers, in the em- 
ployment of Messrs. Williamson, are out in opposition to a reduction of 
At Sneyd-green Colliery nearly all the men have returned to work. 

The conduct of the men during these protracted strikes is generally good. 
At Lower Gorval some 700 men have attended special services in the 
parish church, which were held at their request on week-day evenings. 
On Sunday last out-door religious meetings, in which Dissenting Ministers 
took part, were held near Dudley. Again, there was a tea party in con- 
nection with the Ironworkers’ Association, in St. George’s Hall, Wolver- 
hampton, on Monday evening, at which Mr. Robert Sidney, brother of 
the Member for Stafford, and who takes the popular 7éle, presided. The 
attendance was rather small, but it may be noticed that Mr. Sidne coun- 
selled opposition should any attempt be made to reduce the rate of wages 
at the finished ironworks. Mr, ¢, the President of the Gateshead 
executive, spoke, and said any attempt at a reduction would be resisted.

In the course of his speech he announced that ironmasters in Staffordshire 
would not be allowed by the association to send iron to Yorkshire * to help

can it be carried out? Suppose the Leeds manufacturers ask their custo- 
mers to go to Staffordshire houses during the strike, how can a line be 
drawn to prevent it? This is just one of many examples of steady en- 
croaching growth of power. The Leeds masters are now losing all profits, 
and endangering their connection, but the President of the men’s Union 
has not faith, and wants to tighten the screw more. It is very possible 
that the result may be that it will “strip,” as an over-driven screw is apt 
to do, and the Union prove, as many before have, a rope of sand, This 
is not said in vindication of the decieetion which the Leeds masters are 
trying to impose on the men, but in deprecation of that over- meddling and 
over-doing which always defeats itself. Mr. Kane spoke of co-operative 
associations as calculated to assist the workman in bis struggle against capital ; but it 
fs by no means ciear that a body of workmen, as employers, would be better masters than 
rich men. At least, the butties in South Staffordshire, who occupy such a position, are 
not regarded as an improvement on the “ head master.” Co-operation is a good, a very 
#000, thing for prudent men, but it will not necessarily raise wages. 

A case at the West Bromwich Police Court, on Saturday, does not pre- 
seat the colliers on strike in so favourable an aspect. At Messrs, Bag- 
nall’s mines the men were on strike, and the chartermaster and two men 
went down to do some timbering, and when they came up they were as- 
sailed by a mob of 200 or 300, and stoned, called “ black-legs,” and a woman urged that 
they should be thrown down the pit. Three married women and two men were fined 
from 5s. to 108. each, and costs, or as an alternative to go to prison for 21 days, for the 
part they took in this disgraceful affair. Turning to a more agreeable topic, it may be 
noticed that Mr, Richard Smith, the talented, persevering, and respected agent of Earl 
Dudley, whose retirement from the responsible position he has held for 28 years was 
noticed last week, has been receiving an address of grateful esteem and good wishes 
from the employ és, at the offices of his lordship, and the people of Dudley are about to 
pay hima similar compliment.

At the North Staffordshire Railway meeting, on Wednesday, the Chair- 
man (Mr. Brodrick), referring to the renewal of the rails, said—‘ Allusion 
was made in the engineer’s report to the introduction of steel rails, and 
there could be no doubt that although the application of steel rails to rail- 
‘Way purposes was but in its infancy, it was susceptible of great expansion, though it 
might be at distant period. The engineer had been engaged in practically testing these 
ralis where the wear anitear was most severe, and with very marked results. It was 
impossivie to say what effect the introduction of steel rails would in the end have upon 
the railway system, for at present the prices were almost prohibitory. The engineer 
would continue to use them at the points already Indicated, but their general introduc- 
tion would be a very slow work, on account of the exorbitant price charged for them ;

This is 
one of many indications that steel will in a short time be vastly more used then at pre- 
sent for thousands of purposes, and is a hopeful ci t for the p 6 of such 
companies as that for taking to the Mersey Steel and Ironworks and the North Stafford- 
shire Steel and Ironworks. 

The explosion at a pit of the Bloxwich Colliery Company, which caused 
the death of two persons, Keay and Morgan, appears to have been occa- 
sioned by great carelessness. At the inquest, on Monday, Mr. Baker, the 
Mines Inspector, was present. It was stated by Samuel Cadman, one of the charter- 
masters, that on the night before the accident the pit was “dampy.” There was not 
sufficient wind in the pit, but still it was safe. In consequence of the ventilation in the 
headway being so bad the men were taken back to cleanse the airway near the bottom, 
and were left in the pit when witness and the other chartermaster left the place on Fri- 
day night. The two deceased were the unly persons left in the pit, and they were or- 
dered not to go to the right hand or beyond the airhead they were cleansing. Nothing 
was said to them about gas or sulphur being present, Witness’s partner went through 
# dam into the dangerous part with a lighted candie, and it burnt well, but the flame 
was drawn on one side, thus showing that there was a good draught. There was a 
safety-lamp in the pit, but nothing was said to the deceased about using it. Keay, 
after the accident, said that the lad Morgan took the lighted candle out of his hand, and 
Jumping upon a part of the pit he had been ordered not to go near, caused the explosion. 
Witness was aware that dangerous parts should be fenced off. Had heard before the 
accident that gas was to be found in the pit.—Mr. Baker described the condition of the 
pit when visited by him a few days after the explosion, and said the ventilation was 
very bad, and quite inadequate, gas being found in an inflammable state in the air-way. 
To the bad state of the ventilation he attributed the explosion. He then read the first 
clause of the Act of Parliament bearing on the subject, which enjoins that all dangerous 
parts shall be fenced off, and sufficient ventilation ensured to clear away noxious gases. 
—The coroner said the death of the only men who could give satisfactory evidence would 
preclade the posstbility of a verdict of “ Manslaughter,” but the jury, in returning a 
verdict of “ Accidental Death,” coupled with it a censure upon Thomas Jeavons, Samuel 
Cadman, and James Keay. In conveying the jury's expression of opinion, the coroner 
observed that there had been a shameful neglect of duty on the part of all the three 
men, and that the jury considered them morally responsible for the death of the two 
deceased persons, and would have returned a verdict of manslaughter against them had 
they not been so unfortunately circumstanced as to the evidence. 

One of Lenoir’s Gas Engines, descriptions of which have already been 
published in the Journal, has recently been set to work at Mr. Wiley’s 
pen and pencil-case factory, at Birmingham, and gives great satisfaction. 
The principle can only be applied to engines of small power, but even in this case it will 
be a great advantage to manufacturers requiring little power, and who, by the terms of 
their leases, are not allowed to erect steam-engines, So us the expense is concerned, 
the use of these engines will effect a considerable saving, inasmuch as an engine of one- 
horse power only consumes 50 cubic feet of gas per hour, and once set in motion, it re- 
quires no attendance, no furnace or boiler being used. 








REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE. 


Ava. 11.—We have a somewhat better feeling prevailing in the Iron 
Trade this week, though the orders from the Continent are not so largéas 
of late. There is, however, a prospect of a good autumn and winter trade. 
The company mania is now engrossing much attention in commercial cir- 
cles, and though many projects are approved, numbers are regarded as 
mere bubble schemes, The Park Gate Company, near Rotherham; the 
Atlas Works Company, at Sheffield; the Staveley Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, and some other great undertakings, will, no doubt, benefit largely 
the proprietors of each concern. Indeed, the rapidity with which the 
shares were taken up, and the firmness with which they are now held, 
prove the unbounded confidence reposed in the commercial prosperity of 
each works. As regards the trade itself, the demand for plates and bars 
is good; especially numerous are the enquiries for railway ironwork. The 
Steel Trade is in a very flourishing condition, and the successful intro- 
duction of steel shot has given another impetus to the trade of Sheffield, 
the Admiralty having given out a large contract for shot and other muni- 
tions of war. Latterly, the Low Moor Company, at Bowling, near Brad- 
ford, have been very ful in the facture of guns, and other heavy castings. 
The orders for engines, machinery, and tools for export are remarkably good, and there 
is also an increase in the demand for iron for bullding operations. It is rumoured that 
the pit and furnace at Newbold, which have been worked by Messrs. Beale and Co., 
will shortly cease working, the lease having run out. It {is also alleged that the pro- 

rietor of the soil is rather “ stiff” with regard to the terms of a renewal of the lease. 

he Coal Trade is in a very active state, particularly for this time of the year, but as 
the South Yorkshire colliers have resumed work again it is a matter of doubt whether 
this activity will be maintained. There is a great demand in London for hard coal, and 
for the Silkstone quality, so extensively got in SouthYorkshire, but which could not be 
had during the lock-out.

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Avo. 11,—The Coal and other trades here continue very good. Coal 
miners, iron-workers, and machine-builders of every description on the 
Tyne, Wear, and Tees are as well employed as at any former period of 
their history. It is, however, to be feared that the men appear to be in- 
clined to mar the prospect, instead of profiting by the favourable change, 
demands for enhanced prices being on the increase. On Monday, the 
men at the Newsham Colliery, near Blyth, returned to work at the old 
prices, after being out three weeks on strike for a rise, and at present 
several of the owners have received notice for a rise of 2d. per ton on the 
present prices, amounting to 10 per cent. Although the trade is at pre- 
sent good, yet it has been bad for a long period, and the coalowners and 
workmen have had to suffer seriously in consequence. The price received 
at present for steam coal does not appear to warrant an advance of 10 per 
cent. on wages. Notices have, we believe, been given at the Netherton, 
Bedlington, and other works. We have little more to report at present 
respecting the progress of coal-cutting by machinery here, but expect to 
have some important news respecting it shortly. A coal-cutting ma- 
chine, however, is to be tried in the Maudlin coal seam, a very hard coal 
at the Springwell Colliery, near Gateshead; preparations are making for 
the trial, and we shall be able to give all particulars respecting it. 








FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The shareholders of the general company for promoting the development 
of commerce and industry in France have just held their first official meet- 
ing, under the presidency of M. Schneider. At this meeting M. Pinard 
read, in the name of the provisional directors, a report on the constitution 
of the company, which also glanced at the programme to which the com- 
pany proposes to devote itself. The nomination of definitive directors was 
then proceeded with, and the provisional directors were elected. The company being 
now tully constituted, can henceforward apply itself tothe work which it has undertaken, 
and follow the useful path which it has traced out for itself. At St. Dizier pig has re- 
mained without demand ; its price is nominal, to a great extent, but the last transactions 
noted were concluded at 4/, 12s. to 41. 14s. per ton fur charcoal-made pig, and 3/. 16s, to 
4l, per ton for mixed pig. Never before at this period of the year was so little attention 
devoted to wood-cutting adjadications ; scarcely half the number of inventories have 
been made which have been drawn out in former years, and as a general rule little heed 
is devoted as to what will be the probable result. The fabrication of pig with mixed 
bustibles has acquired such proportions that the fears formerly manifested every year 
with ref to apprehended scarcity of wood are now no longer renewed. Iron re- 
mains without change in price, but rather a satisfactory demand has appeared this week. 
The price of rolled iron remains at 8/. 16s. to 91, 48. per ton, but the more general quota- 
tion is 82. 16s, to 9/. per ton, with ascale of 4s. to 8s. per ton per class, Beaten iron is 
placed pretty well at 10/. 4s. to 107, 8s. per ton, principally for horse-shoeing purposes ; 
axles are the dominant element in the large hammer works, and make 10/, 16s. per ton. 
Abundant rains have enabled operations to be resumed in all the works deriving their 
motive-power from water-courses. A letter from Longwy says :—“ Our district has rea- 
son to congratulate itself. Herserange, the exceptional position of which has been ge- 
nerally appreciated, is about to again diffuse lifeand comfort throughout the valley ; this 
time the resumption of the works appears likely to be serious, and it is stated as certain 
that the first furnace will be lighted on Monday, Aug. 15; the others (there are seven 
in all) will be lighted successively from month to month. It is an English company, it 
is understood, which has thus resumed operations at these works. The construction of 
4 line of railway from Longwy to Moulaiue has been fided to the high experience of 
Mr. Charles Fox, an English engineer, and the line has already been staked out. It is 
added, besides, that some powerful engines which have been ordered in England are 
intended for important new constructions. There is nothing astonishing in all this, 
for Moulaine possesses abundant mines, yielding iron of superior quality; its position 
was traly worthy to engage the serious attention of Belgian capitalists and industrials.” 
The fall which has just taken place in the price of iron in Staffordshire and Wales is 
not expected to exert any influence on French quotations, as it will be remembered that 
instead of profiting from the amelioration produced on foreign markets, French iron had, 
On the contrary, retrograded. The reduction of prices in England will, however, pro- 
bably have the effect of favouring an increase in the “ temporary admissions” made into 
France, which would otherwise have slackened after the completion of orders in course 
of execution, The navigation is interrupted on the canal from the Marne to the Rhine ; 
the stoppage will, it is expected, last a month. French establishments appear to be ra- 
pidly extending the circle of their operations, Thus, the Société des Forges et Chantiers 
de la Mediterranée is now establishing an important branch at Alexandria, and has re- 
ceived from the Viceroy an order for two ships, of the value of 280,000/. to320,0007. Bel- 
gium has also obtained orders for rails, engines, arms, &c. ; nevertheless, she bas not ac- 
quired a corresponding share in the development of her industry in Egypt. 
The general situation of the iron trade in Belgium continues, however, 
good; activity is still the order of the day, and is at its height, so that an 
approaching advance is spoken of. The reaction in England has thus not 
influenced the tone of the Belgian metallugical market; it is, nevertheless, 
remarked that Cleveland pig has for some little time past been offered in Belgium on 
very favourable conditions, and, without in any respect changing the firmness of Bel- 
gian pig, the effects of this unusual competition have made themselves slightly felt; 
this pig is worth for high qualities from 37, 128. to 4/. per ton. At Charleroi, pig is 
quoted 31, 2s, to 37. 10s. per ton, according to numbers, for refining, and 3/. 16s. to 4. 6s. 
per ton for casting. Advices from Liége indicate that a rise of 2s. per ton on refining 
pig has been decided on by some houses. Rails and plates are always demanded in 
large proportions; the rolling-works are overcharged, and several establishments refuse 
orders in which deliveries at short dates are required. A diminution is remarked in 
the current of affairs which has ensued of late with England. We announced some 
weeks since a revival of operations in the Belgian construction workshops; this im- 
provement continues, these establishments having of late received many orders. The 
stock of coal on hand in the Couchant de Mons is estimated at 2,000,000 hectolitres (a 
hectolitre is 198 lbs. English). Large deliveries have, however, been made of late; 
thas the Parisian Gas Company took from the Borinage last month, for its new works, 
137 boat loads, each of about 2500 hectolitres. The general position of coal mining 
industry has at the same time not been liorated in Belgi ; the stock is important, 
and may be expected to increase in the next few months, in consequence of the annual 
stoppage of operations on the canals. This check, before the commencement of the new 
winter season, has induced some coal-workers to temporarily reduce their extraction. 
With regard to the Prussian coal trade, we may note that during the year which has 
just elapsed there were forwarded by the Ruhr 954,588 tons of coal; the deliveries by 
the Rhine were 604,922 tons from Duisburg, and 911,854 tons from Ruhrort. As regards 
Holland, the deliveries by boats were, in 1863, 544,991 tons of coal, against 504,231 tons 
in 1862, showing a sensible progress. Thetransportsof coal by railway from the groups 
of the Ruhr attained last year a total of 1,022,074 tons, With reference to the production 
of iron with coke and charcoal, the annual report just presented by the Namur Chamber 
of Commerce observes :—‘* Forgerie, with charcoal, is in a declining and precarious state, 
and everything indicates the impossibility of communicating a certain activity to it. 
Coke-made iron is coming into more and more general use, its quality is constantly im- 
proving, and it is gradually being substituted in consumption for the products of forges 
fed with vegetable combustible. These latter still produce iron intended to be devoted 
to the manufacture of arms, ironmongers’ ware, nalls, &c.; but this resource will soon 
be lost to them, as for some time past establishments worked with mineral combustible 
have offered for sale similar products at prices which render competition impossible, 
The production of the charcoal-worked furnaces of the district was last year 6078 tons. 
The stock of pig in warehouse at the commencement of the year has been run off on 
foreign markets, but almost wholly without 4 profit being realised.” Some details were

Lombard, The results obtained since M. Friedmann came into office have been satis- 
factory. The financial position of the company has not permitted the management to 
put all the works in operation ; a progressive plan has, therefore, been adopted, which, 
without realising as promptly as could have been wished the results desired, has at least 
had the advantage of placing the resources of the company in a more sure position. 
Thus convinced that the putting in activity of the copper works would give the most 
prompt and the best results, the managing director concentrated last year all his resources 
on this object, and on the working of the copper mines which are to supply the works.

COAL MINING IN BELGIUM. 


There is no test equal to that of figures. A table shows at a glance 
the progress effected by a nation, or, as it sometimes happens, it indicates 
the declension on which it has entered. The following figures possess, 
then, we make bold to affirm, considerable interest, showing as they do 
the advance which Belgium has made in the matter of coal mining, albeit 
that they stop short at 1861:—

Thus while in 1836 Belgium retained for her own consumption 2,282,852 
tons of coal, in 1861 she absorbed 6,678,112 tons, and yet found means to 
send abroad 3,379,051 tons, against 773,612 tons in 1836. The value of 
the coal extracted in 1861 was 4,400,599/., while in 1836 it was only 
1,539,8527. In general terms, it may be said that Belgium has arrived 
at an annual production of 10,000,000 tons of coal, of the value of upwards 
of 4,000,0007. Of the whole quantity of coal extracted one-third only is 
exported, the export movement being especially to France; the other two- 
thirds are absorbed by the necessities of Belgium herself. Coal being, as it 
were, the basis of modern industry—its bread, indeed, as it has been feli- 
citously termed—it is a matter of congratulation to Belgian statists and 
economists that Belgium should have effected the utilisation of such a pro- 
digious quantity of combustible. In effect, the 6,000,000 tons consumed 
represent for each individual a weight of about 1:280 tons per annum, or 
about 1} ton per head; this total places Belgium high up in the industrial 
scale. Thecoal production of Great Britain in 1861 was 84,013,941 tons, 
of which 7,934,832 tons were exported; the home consumption, then, was 
76,079,109 tons, representing 2°937 tons perhead perannum. In France, 
in 1863, the internal consumption of coal was estimated at 15,334,269 tons, 
being at the rate of only 0°406 ton per head of the population, Although 
these totals are only approximate, they indicate with considerable force 
and clearness the industrial power of each country. We, therefore, repeat 
them—Belgium, 1°280; Great Britain, 2°937; France, 0°406. 

The coal basin of Belgium traverses the country from east to west, and 
is of very variable width; its breadth is very variable. ‘The towns of Mons, 
Charleroi, Namur, and Liége mark in length the direction of this geolo- 
gical formation. The three last of these towns are situated on the Sam- 
bre and the Meuse rivers, which, within the limits which we have just as- 
signed, ran in the coal earth. The length of the coal basin of Belgium 
exceeds 120 miles. One of its extremities penetrates into France via 
Condé and Valenciennes, and is extended as far as Douai, where the 
course of it is lost, although it has been recently re-found, and pursued as 
far as the Pas-de-Calais. The other extremity of the basin is extended 
into Prussia, where it is worked at Rolduc, Kischweiler, and along the 
Ruhr. The surface of the Belgian coal basin amounts to 268,228 acres, 
which comprise a great number of beds, superposed one above the other. 
In the neighbourhood of Mons as many as 114 veins of coal have been re- 
cognised. It will be readily imagined that this great quantity of veins 
furnishes coal of various qualities, and adapted to all purposes, ‘The basin 
includes, in fact, coal suited for the fabrication of coke, and other coal of 
first-rate quality used in making gas. The coalworkers find rich, half 
rich, and ordinary qualities, readily burning qualities, and qualities which 
burn slowly, and are adapted for the preparation of lime and bricks. All 
these qualities are extracted from different parts of the basin; and often even 
one pit produces several qualities of coal, according to the depth at which 
the extraction is effected. The width of the basin—that is, its dimensions 
from north to south—is very variable, but nowhere exceeds 94 miles; often 
it is much less. There is even a break of continuity not far from Namur, 
at the point where the river Samson runs. This circumstance has given 
rise to a division of the basin into two portions, known under the name of 
the eastern and western basins, in consequence of the relative position 
which they occupy. 
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ECONOMY OF CORNISH PUMPING-ENGINES. 

In his paper upon the Cornish Pamping-Engine erected at Clay Cross 
Colliery, Mr. Wm, Howe stated that at the commencement of the working 
of the Clay Cross colliery the upper seams of coal were drained by the 
Clay Cross railway tunnel ; butas the lower seams were sunk to and worked 
the water could no longer run into the tunnel, and gradually increased in 
quantity, until it became necessary first to put in pumps of small size, worked by the 
winding-engines then in use on the colliery, which were sufficient for draining the works 
for some years. Afterwards, as the works extended further, one pump after another was 
added, until there were altogether six pumping stations, at two of which were indepen- 
dent pumping-engines of 40 horse power each. The water still following to the dip of 
the measures, it was found that either more pumping power must be added in the same 
way that it had been increased from the commencement, by putting down more engines, 
or else a single large pumping-engine must be erected to drain the whole of the works, 
which had extended to an area of several hundred acres and a depth of 420 ft. After 
much consideration it was determined to erect a single large pumping-engine, on the 
Cornish principle, to pump the whole of the water from one pointof thecolliery. When 
this was completed it at once threw out of use seven sets of pumps and engines, requiring 
several enginemen to look after them ; and saved much expense in repairs, which had 
been continually necessary at one or other of the several pumping stations. In adopt- 
ing this plan of pumping, it had been taken into consideration that the drainage of the 
whole colliery would be dependent upon one engine alone, instead of on several indepen- 
dent engines, distributed at various parts of the works ; but asthe working of the mine- 
rals went on increasing, the water partially left the pumps at the upper part of the works, 
and ran down to the lower level, necessitating increased pumping power at greater depth. 
This led to the conclusion that a central pumping station would be most effectual and 
convenient ; and the general result of experience showed that the Cornish pumping- 
engine was most to be relied on for pumping from a considerable depth, and when well 
constructed was least likely to require repairs. The result has completely carried out 
these anticipations, as the new engine has maintained the entire drainage of the colliery 
for the last three quarters of a year, and has proved itself completely satisfactory, in re- 
quiring no repairs, and has effected a great saving in cost of enginemen and repairs, as 
well as in fuel and stores. It has to be remarked also that the plan of having pumps in 
connection with winding-engines, as was previously the case, involved the disadvantage 
that the engines when winding were not so perfectly under control for starting or stopping 
at particular points when required, on account of being burdened with the irregular load 
of the pumps: there was also the objection of having to disconnect the ropes when it 
was required to run the engine for pumping alone, A rotary pumping-engine is also ex- 
posed to the dangers that Inevitably arise from an obstruction getting under the suction 
clacks and causing the pump to miss its stroke; or from the pump being only partially 
filled with water, so that the plunger meeting the water at half stroke, or at other point 
short of the top, the concussion produced is so great that some portion of the machinery 
mast give way. This engine has purposely been made larger than is necessary for the 
present requirements of the colliery, in order to allow for considerable future extension 
of the workings without the need of again increasing the engine power for drainage. In 
consequence’of the engine being thus too large at present for the work to be done, it does not 
yet admit of expansion being carried toany high degree; for the total mass set in motion 
by the engine amounts at present to only about 54 tons, taking the effective inertia of 
the beam as equal to 6 tons collected at the extremities; which is not sufficient to 
control the velocity of the stroke at starting within the limits that are safe forthe pump 
work, unless the degree of expansion be very limited, so as to allow of a comparatively 
low initial pressure of steam. 
In the discussion which followed the reading of the paper, the Chairman (Mr. Samp- 
son Lloyd) observed that the wrought-iron engine-beam was a feature of particular 
interest, after the terrible accident that had occurred at the Hartley Colliery by the 
breaking of the large cast-iron beam. The success of the Clay Cross beam will probably 
lead to the introduction of similar large wrought-iron beams wherever great strains are 
to be borne. Mr. F, G. Bramwell observed that in reference to the reason for adopting 
the Cornish pumping-engine for draining the colliery at Clay Cross, in preference to a

of the machinery, Bat he thought the same objection epplied equally to a Cornish 
engine, as he did not see what there was to restrain the violence of the concussion except 
the water itself in the pamp-barrel. He enquired whether there was any special self- 
acting arrangement in connexion with the equilibrium valve for partially closing the 
valve and withdrawing the steam in the event of the plunger missing its stroke, or the 
first portion of its stroke. Mr. Howe said that there was no arrangement for closing the 
equilibrium valve in case of the engine ever going out of doors at an excessive speed ; 
but the valve itself was of small area, and would thereby have some effect in checking, 
though not entirely preventing, too rapid an outdoor stroke. In crank pumping-engines 
he had seen many serious breakages of the machinery in consequence of the plunger 
missing the first part of its stroke, and then suddenly meeting the water in the pump; 
and in such engines the danger of injury from the was heightened by the force 
of the concussion, arising not merely {rom the momentum of the moving parts, but further 
by the engine power, in consequence of the steam continuing to act in the cylinders, so 
that the plunger was driven down apon the water by the full power of the engine. In 
the Cornish engine, on the other hand, while the concussion was, no doubt, equally severe, 
as far as itarose from the momentum of the plunger and pump-rods, it was not farther 
augmented by any engine power, as the pump-rods made the down stroke by their own 
weight alone, without any ald from the steam. Moreover, as the liability of a valve to 
stick once during any period of time was in proportion to the number of times it had to 
open and shat in that time, there would be greater risk of such concussions in the pumps

a smaller number of strokes. Mr. Bramwell ccncurred in the greater risk of a valve 

sticking in a large number of short strokes as compared with a few long strokes, since, 
of course, the oftener it had to open thegreater was the risk of its sticking; but in other 
respects he did not see that the Cornish engine possessed the advantage which had been 

attributed to it over a rotary engine with crank and fly-wheel, and thought, on the con- 
trary, the advantage was on the other side. Inthe Cornish engine there was certainly 
nothing else bey ond the momentum of the pump-rods and plunger to produce a concussion 
when the plunger met the water at half-stroke; but then, in conseqnence of the mas- 
siveness and weight of those parts ina Cornish engine, their momentum was far in excess 
of that in a crank-engine ; and though in the latter engine the steam was continuing to 
exert its force in the cylinder during the strokeof the pump, yet the addition of the heavy 
fily- wheel completely controlled the speed of the engine, and prevented it from ranning 
off instantly if ever the pump missed the beginning of itsstroke; whereas in the Cornish 
engine as soon ag the equilibrium valve was once opened, the engine immediately went 
off unrestrained in the outdoor stroke, without any provision for checking its motion in 
the event of an accident. Ile, therefore, thought the concassion produced by such an 
accident will be far greater in the Cornish engine than in a rotary pumping-engine 
with crank and fiy-wheel.

of rendering more or less perfectly watertight the vertical joints, interstices, or spaces 
existing between metal piles or cylinders employed for structures that are wholly or 
partially under water, and consists in forming grooves, recesses, shoulders,or flanges 
upon the contiguous sides of such piles, and then inserting into sach grooves or recesses, 
or against such shoulders or flanges, pieces of wood or other suitable material, so formed 
that the pressure of the water causes them to fit tightly against one or more sarfaces of 
the grooves, recesses, shoulders, or flanges of two contiguous piles or cylinders, thereby 
preventing the water from penetrating through the joints, interstices,or spaces between 
the two piles to the back of the same. It is preferred to make the grooves in the piles, 
and the pieces of wood to be inserted therein, of a rectangular form,and to form the lower 
extremity of the piece of wood with a double incline, so that when driven into the ground 
it is made of itself to press against the back surface of the two grooves and the side sur- 
face of one of them. In some cases the grooves and pleces of wood are formed so that 
when the latter are in their places wedges or packing pleces may be inserted so as to 
press the plece of wood against the back surfaces,or back and side surfaces of the grooves 
independently of the action of the water, or the grooves and pieces of wood may them- 
selves be made with inclined surfaces so as to produce a wedging action. Insome cases 
the pieces of wood are compressed before inserting them into the grooves, so that when 
they come in contact with the water they swell out, and thus of themselves exert a pres- 
sure against the surface of the grooves.

The peculiar local action of gun cotton, to which the effects of gunpowder show 
no analogy, enables the engineer to destroy and remove submarine stones rocks, 
without the preliminary delay and expense of boring chambers for the charge,
